Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
ta  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
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beginning  January  1,  1934,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  such  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year 
in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws; 
any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from 
the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1934. 

Article  4A.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from 
time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1935,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  such 
note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 
one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  Gen- 
eral Laws;  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to 
be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1935. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1  000.00  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Select- 
men i:or  the  part  payment  of  a  Visiting  Nurse. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $27,000.00 
to  be  taken  from  surplus  as  it  accrues  from  Water  Rev- 
enues. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$288.00  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen 
for  the  purpose  of  renting  quarters  for  the  use  of  the  Vet- 
erans of  the  Spanish- American  War. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$400.00  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen 
for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$60.00  for  the  care  of  the  Town  Cemetery. 

Article  10.    Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
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$900.00  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen 
for  the  purpose  of  renting  quarters  for  the  use  of  the  Rock- 
land Post  #147  of  the  American  Legion.  (Chapter  122, 
Acts  of  1923). 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth  County  Trustees  for 
County  Aid  to  Agriculture  and  to  choose  James  D.  Maho- 
ney  as  Town  Director  as  provided  in  Section  41  and  45  of 
Chapter  128,  General  Laws. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,286.52  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Hospital. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$600.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Traffic  Beacons  and  Sig- 
nals. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  to  be  used  by  the  School  Committee,  to  pay  for  the 
expense  of  heating,  lighting  and  for  Casualty  Insurance  of 
McKinley  School  building,  as  well  as  additional  expense  for 
janitor  when  the  building  is  used  by  individuals  and  asso- 
ciations for  educational,  recreational  and  like  purposes, 
under  the  provision  of  Chapter  71,  Section  71  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  pass  over  the  electing  of  the  Se- 
lectmen to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 
HIGHWAY  EQUIPMENT 


Your  committee  on  housing  the  equipment  of  the  High- 
way Department  seriously  recommends  that  the  time  has 
come  when  the  town  should  consider  the  housing  of  same. 

At  the  present  time  the  town  is  paying  the  amount  of 
$275.00  f<3r  housing  part  of  the  equipment  and  the  High- 
way Surveyor  is  storing  some  on  his  property  without 
any  remuneration  from  the  town,  and  we  believe  that  the 
housing  and  care  of  the  equipment  can  best  be  served  by 
having  one  location  which  is  as  near  central  as  possible. 
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The  equipment  in  its  present  condition  represents  a  value 
of  $10,000  and  this  estimate  is  by  no  means  a  replacement 
value. 

Your  committee  viewed  the  Sargent  property  on  Ex- 
change Street  with  the  idea  of  combining  the  Fire  and  High- 
way Departments,  but  due  to  the  expense  of  this  plan, 
which  called  for  an  expenditure  of  at  least  $40,000,  we  felt 
it  was  not  feasible  at  the  present  time. 

The  following  properties  were  next  considered  as  sound 
propositions  to  present  to  the  town  and  are  as  follows : 

The  "Nason  Stable"  property,  located  on  Vernon  Street. 

This  can  be  bought  and  repaired  at  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding $6,500,  or  space  can  be  rented  there  for  $30.00  per 
month,  if  renting  is  what  the  townspeople  desire. 

The  land  in  the  rear  of  the  "Je^erson  School." 

This  land  can  be  bought  for  $1,000  and  a  building  erect- 
ed at  a  cost  of  $3,000  to  care  for  the  needs  of  the  Highway 
Department.  This  proposition  can  serve  the  town  in  more 
than  one  way  as  it  will  protect  the  drainage  rights  of  the 
Jefferson  School  which  at  the  present  time  are  allowed 
only  by  an  agreement,  also  the  locating  of  the  Highway 
Department  there  will  in  no  way  encumber  the  adjoinii 
property  values  or  sites. 

We  have  olaced  articles  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant 
for  your  consideration  of  these  propositions.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  tried  to  meet  the  many 
difficult  situations  that  have  come  up  this  past  year,  in  a 
fair  and  impartial  manner.  Due  to  the  abnormal  times,  the 
situations  arising  have  been  many  and  difficult.  The  fol- 
lowing report,  may  in  some  measure  help  to  explain  the 
results  accomplished. 

As  shown  by  our  report  for  this  year  we  have  kept  with- 
in our  appropriation  of  $56,000.00  a  decrease  of  $9,000.00 
from  the  previous  year.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
many  employed  on  E.  R.  A.  projects,  also  a  number  of  in- 
dustries which  came  to  our  town.  This  was  offset  some- 
what by  the  closing  of  the  Clapp  Rubber  Co.,  at  Hanover, 
causing  quite  a  serious  loss  of  employment  in  our  town. 

A  considerable  amount  has  been  accomplished  by  those 
receiving  assistance.  Brush  has  been  cut  along  the  sides 
of  our  roads.  Many  people  have  been  employed  at  the 
Spring  St.,  Home  in  clearing  land  and  making  necessary 
improvements.  Additional  labor  has  been  furnished  to 
the  Park  Dept.,  in  caring  for  Memorial  Park.  Extra  work 
under  the  direction  of  the  Schools  has  been  accomplished. 
Many  of  the  streets  that  needed  striping,  and  caution  signs 
placed  on  them,  have  been  done  by  this  department.  All 
street  signs  and  posts  were  painted.  The  lawn  at  the  Police 
Station  was  taken  care  of,  and  much  other  necessary  work 
was  accomplished  outside  the  regular  appropriations. 

A  Commissary  Dept.  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
has  been  established.  Articles  of  food  and  clothing  com- 
ing through  the  E.  R.  A.  have  been  distributed  each  week 
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either  at  the  homes  or  at  the  Rockland  Opera  House  to  all 
needy  families.  The  clothing  is  distributed  by  the  differ- 
ent churches,  and  American  Red  Cross,  this  method  is  ap- 
proved by  the  District  Director  of  E.  R.  A. 

Thousands  of  articles  of  wearing  apparel  have  been  dis- 
tributed through  our  churches  and  societies  and  we  wish  to 
thank  them  for  their  cooperation  in  this  worthy  cause. 

Many  tons  of  meat,  vegetables,  and  groceries  have  been 
given  out  each  week,  helping  out  the  family  budget  to  some 
degree.  About  300  families  or  1400  persons  averaged  to 
call  for  these  supplies  each  week.

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C.  W.  A.  and  E.  R.  A.  ADMINISTRATION 


Although  this  not  a  part  of  the  town  Report  it  is  of 
enough  importance  to  incorporate  some  of  its  details  in 
this  Report. 

By  January  1,  1934,  the  C.  W.  A.  was  in  full  swing  and 
many  important  projects  were  under  way  among  them: 
Sewing  Project  for  Women;  Clearing  Blaisdell  and  Major 
Reed  Parks;  Assessors  Map;  Extension  of  Water  Mains; 
Painting  Fire  Station;  Painting  of  School  Houses;  Beech 
Street  construction;  Summer  Street  Construction;  Clean- 
ing of  Drains  to  Reeds  Pond;-  and  many  smaller  projects 
started. 

The  C.  W.  A.  was  continued  through  January,  February, 
and  March,  but  on  April  1st  the  E.  R.  A.  took  its  place  with 
more  restrictions  regarding  the  type  of  projects  allowed, 
and  throughout  the  summer  only  certain  type  of  projects 
were  allowed. 

Approximately  $192,500.00  has  been  spent  in  Rockland 
from  Nov.  15,  1933  to  Dec.  31,  1934,  this  does  not  in- 
clude amounts  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  State  or 
County,  such  as  the  Corn  Borer  project,  Apple  Tree  pro- 
ject; Cleaning  dairies;  Knitting  sweaters  by  women;  Kin- 
dergarten teachers;  Cleaning  brush;  Building  sidewalks; 
and  E.  Water  Street  Drain,  all  of  which  amounted  to  many 
thousands  of  dollars. 

All  this  huge  sum  in  an  effort  to  put  men  and  women 
out  of  employment  back  to  work.  On  Jan.  11,  1934  there 
were  384  persons  at  work.  This  included  74  men  work- 
ing on  County  projects  not  paid  out  of  town  allotment. 
Alloted  $11,500.00  for  the  month  of  December. 
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Under  E.  R.  A.  there  were  many  new  projects  started. 
Among  the  more  important  are  the  Mosquito  Control, 
which  consists  of  clearing  all  the  water  courses,  and  p/aces 
where  stagnant  water  stands.  Laying  tile  drains  on  Myrtle, 
Blossom,  Spring,  Plain,  Stanton,  Payson  Ave  and  Union 
Square.  Completing  work  of  painting  all  School  houses 
both  inside  and  out.  Recreation  instruction  at  the  play- 
ground at  Memorial  Park.  Development  of  Memorial, 
Park.  This  includes  the  draining  and  filling  in  area  in  the 
park. 

Rebuilding  of  Gardner  Street.  This  was  badly  needed 
as  this  street  has  received  no  attention  for  many  years. 

Rebuilding  of  Weymouth  Street,  known  as  the  Randall 
Thayer  road.  One  of  the  oldest  streets  in  town,  but  thru 
disuse  had  been  abandoned  until  it  was  impassable  for  most 
of  the  year.  It  connects  route  No.  123  with  route  128  in 
Weymouth,  and  makes  the  shortest  route  between  Wey- 
mouth and  the  east  part  of  the  town. 

The  Sewing  project  has  continued  throughout  the  year 
starting  with  one  supervisor  and  eight  women,  it  has  grown 
until  there  are  thirty-four  women  employed  and  is  called 
one  of  the  banner  units  in  the  State. 

Space  will  not  permit,  to  elaborate  on  all  the  projects 
but  a  great  many  needy  things  have  been  accomplished  un- 
der the  E.  R.  A.  which  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  our 
town.

Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Infirmary 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : — 

I  wish  to  present  to  you  a  report  of  activities  and  im- 
provements which  have  taken  place  at  the  Infirmary  dur- 
ing the  year  of  1934. 

We  have  cared  for  forty-four  inmates  during  the  past 
year,  six  women  and  thirty-eight  men,  the  largest  number 
of  inmates  that  was  ever  cared  for  at  the  Home  in  one 
year.  Two  deaths  have  occurred  both  males.  Five  pa- 
tients have  received  hospital  treatment. 

A  new  double  oven  restaurant  range  was  installed. 

A  new  model  hot  water  tank,  and  Richardson  hot  water 
boiler  was  installed. 

Two  hundred  and  sixteen  feet  of  corridor  runner  was 
laid. 

Remodeled  men's  bath  room. 

Grained  wood  work  in  sixteen  bedrooms,  painted  each 
bed  white,  replaced  old  mattresses  with  new  where  need- 
ed. 

Painted  hospital  room,  added  three  hospital  beds  with 
head  rests. 
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Raised  and  graded  the  lawn,  transplanted  twenty  trees, 
which  were  donated  to  the  Home. 

A  new  driveway  has  been  completed  on  north  side  of 
house. 

Two  hundred  bushels  of  potatoes  have  been  raised,  also 
other  vegetables,  milk  and  eggs. 

This  work  has  been  done  by  inmates  of  the  Home  who 

are  able  to  work.  I  think  Rockland  is  very  fortunate  in 
having  such  a  fine  Home.

Recommend  that  a  new  car  be  purchased  to  replace  pres- 
ent patrol  car  which  has  been  in  service  five  years  this  April 
and  is  in  very  poor  condition;  also  this  car  is  a  four  cylinder 
car  with  insufficient  speed  to  cope  with  cars  of  late  model. 

The  police  station  was  remodeled  the  labor  being  fur- 
nished by  the  E.  R.  A.  workers,  and  the  cost  of  material 
deducted  from  the  police  appropriation. 

During  1934  two  fatal  accidents  occured,  one  was  de- 
termined a  Hit  and  Run;  the  other  the  injured  person  died 
shortly  after  arriving  at  the  hospital. 

Parking  conditions  on  Union  Street  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved by  angle  parking  on  both  the  easterly  and  westerly 
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side  of  the  street,  eliminating  double  parking.  Consider- 
able effort  has  been  made  to  improve  conditions  for  motor- 
ists and  pedestrians  by  painting  warning  marks  on  streets 
and  also  center  lines  where,  necessary.  All  requests  from 
citizens  pertaining  to  public  safety  has  been  complied  with 
during  the  past  year. 

Again  I  take  pleasure  in  giving  the  thanks  of  the  entire 
department  to  Town  and  County  officials  and  the  many 
other  citizens  who  have  given  valuable  assistance  when 
given  the  opportunity.  As  Chief  of  the  department  I  am 
appreciative  of  the  fine  work  of  the  regular  and  special 
officers,  all  whom  have  labored  to  give  the  finest  service.

Report  of  Fire  Chief 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment for  the  year  1934. 

The  number  of  alarms  increased  over  the  year  from  120 
to  164,  which  were  divided  up  as  follows:  42  bell  and  122 
still  alarms.  Of  the  42  bell  alarms,  14  were  false,  which 
cost  the  Town  around  $400.00  besides  the  wear  and  tear 
on  the  trucks  and  fire  alarm  system.  Our  most  serious 
fire  of  the  year  was  the  Savings  Bank  Block  and  I  asked 
aid  from  Abington,  Brockton  and  Weymouth  at  this  fire. 
Weymouth  responded  with  their  lighting  equipment. 
WVymouth  also  filled  in  at  the  Central  Station  for  the 
Rockland  Fire  Department  while  we  were  helping  at  the 
Abington  High  School  fire.  We  had  four  out-of-town 
calls  and  also  two  calls  for  the  oxygen  tanks.  During  the 
year  there  were  laid  14,900  feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  6,250  feet 
of  11/2  inch  hose  and  7,050  feet  of  chemical  hose.  1196 
feet  of  ladders  were  used. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  batteries  which  are  used  to  run  the  Fire  Alarm  sys- 
tem had  to  be  replaced  by  new  ones.  Instead  of  putting  in 
all  new  batteries  we  did  away  with  half  the  number  and 
installed  a  floating  rectifier  system  at  about  the  same  cost, 
but  increases  the  life  of  the  batteries  from  about  four  to 
ten  years. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  buy  wire  this  year  which  had  not 
been  figured  on  at  the  starting  of  the  year. 
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In  the  Underwriters  recommendation  they  advise  that 
we  discard  all  of  our  old  style  boxes,  of  which  some  were 
installed  when  the  Fire  Alarm  system  was,  put  in.  The 
coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  trim  out  the  Fire  Alarm 
System  and  also  replace  some  of  the  old  wire. 

APPARATUS 

New  tires  will  have  to  be  put  on  the  Pump  car  and  also 
on  the  rear  of  the  Combination  the  coming  year  as  they 
have  been  on  for  five  years.  Except  for  minor  repairs 
which  might  be  needed  the  trucks  are  in  good  condition. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

For  the  year  1935  I  recommend  the  restoration  of  pay- 
cuts  and  am  therefore  asking  for  $10,300  for  Fire  Depart- 
ment Maintenance  and  $560.00  for  new  tires. 

CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  the  Voters  of 
the  Town  for  the  interest  shown  and  cooperation  given 
the  Fire  Department  at  the  March  Meeting  in  1934. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners,  and  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department,  also  the  Chief  and  Members  of  the  Police  De- 
partment, for  the  help  and  cooperation  which  has  been  most 
generously  given  to  the  Fire  Department  during  the  year. 
And  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Members 
of  the  Fire  Department  who  have  not  only  given  me  their 
cooperation,  but  have  also  been  most  willing  to  do  their 
share  in  helping  the  more  unfortunate.

Permits  cannot  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  burning  in 
the  gutter  on  streets  unless  permission  has  been  received 
from  the  Selectmen,  or  Highway  Surveyor,  and  then  a 
permit  must  also  be  secured  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

For  the  year  1935  I  recommend  $700.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  forest  fires  and  forest  fire  prevention.

Report  of  Trustees 
of  the  Memorial  Library 


The  Trustees  of  the  Memorial  Library  report  as  follows 
for  the  year  1934: 

Several  undertakings  of  interest  were  carried  out.  Out- 
standing was  the  redecorating  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  of 
the  reading  rooms  and  rotunda  done  as  a  project  of  the 
Emergency  Relief  Administration.  In  October  Governor 
Ely  issued  a  proclamation  regarding  Free  Public  Library 
week.  To  observe  this,  prominent  citizens  were  asked  by 
the  librarian  to  write  articles  relating  to  the  Memorial 
Library.  These  were  varied  and  instructive  and  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Rockland  Standard  were  published  in 
that  local  paper.  In  November  the  library  was  the  meet- 
ing place  of  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club,  which  presented 
an  interesting  program  at  both  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions. 

Withdrawals  from  the  Trust  Funds  were:  From  the 
Hattie  Curtis  Fund,  $26.16;  from  the  Alice  L.  French 
Fund,  $24.82;  from  the  Emmeline  Morse  Fund,  $88.98; 
from  the  Everett  Lane  Fund,  $9.01;  from  the  Charles 
Edwin  Vinal  Fund,  $53.54;  from  the  Mary  A.  Spence 
Fund,  $27.19;  from  the  Sarah  J.  Spence  Fund,  $18.76; 
from  the  fund  of  the  Mothers'  Mutual  Improvement  So- 
ciety, $2.66.  The  legacy  of  $500  from  John  W.  Rice  was 
received  and  deposited,  a  part  of  it  temporarily,  in  the 
Rockland  Savings  Bank. 

For  two  years  the  appropriations  have  made  it  necessary 
for  the  insurance  on  the  library  to  be  renewed  for  one  year 
instead  of  three  years.  This  has  seemed  an  unwise  plan. 
For  that  reason  the  Trustees  ask  the  appropriation  for 
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1935  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  a  renewal  for  three  years. 
Also  during  1935  necessary  repairs  must  be  made  on  the 
roof.  The  appropriation  requested  is  $4,400  and  the  dog 
refund  of  $609.21 

The  terms  of  Annie  E.  Mcllvene  and  Emily  F.  Craw- 
ford expire  in  1935.

Librarian's  Report 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Rockland  Memorial  Library: 

The  fifty-sixth  report  of  this  library  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted : 

A  total  of  64,531  books  and  magazines  have  been  loaned 
for  home  use. 

The  average  monthly  circulation,  5,378.  The  average 
daily  circulation,  219.  Largest  number  delivered  in  one 
day,  403.    Smallest  number  delivered  in  one  day,  85. 

Received  for  fines,  subscriptions  from  non-residents,  sale 
of  cook  books,  old  magazines  and  books,  use  of  lights  in 
basement  $307. 

Number  of  books  added  by  purchase  (including  replace- 
ments), 425.    Number  of  books  presented,  48.  Number 
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of  books  worn  out  and  missing,  84.  Number  of  books 
rebound,  38.  Number  of  books  in  library  on  December 
31,  1934,  19,762. 

Character  of  books  loaned:  Literature,  3  per  cent;  his- 
tory and  travel,  4  per  cent;  biography,  3  per  cent;  miscel- 
laneous (adults),  5  per  cent;  fiction  (adult),  53  per  cent; 
fiction  (juvenile),  16  per  cent;  miscellaneous  (juvenile), 
6  per  cent;  magazines,  10  per  cent. 

The  library's  perpetual  ambition  is  to  show  increasing 
circulation,  reference  work  and  patronage  of  all  sorts. 
This  year,  however,  the  work  of  the  library  has  been  even 
more  strongly  and  continuously  influenced  by  present 
economic  conditions.  Public  demand  and  interest,  influ- 
enced by  these  conditions,  have  continued  unchanged  from 
last  year.  Demands  for  books  were  never  greater,  par- 
ticularly for  current  material  on  social  and  economic  trends. 
The  inability  to  meet  these  demands,  because  of  the  limited 
budget,  has  been  a  distressing  feature  of  the  year.  The 
staff  tried  to  suggest  and  supply  alternatives,  but,  when 
only  very  recent  books  could  serve,  readers  were  some- 
times disappointed  and  did  not  come  back. 

Fewer  books  have  been  rebound  this  year.  Many  have 
been  mended  until  mending  was  no  longer  possible,  and 
then  discarded.  Restraint  in  discarding,  however,  kept  too 
many  badly  worn  books  in  circulation,  especially  in  the 
children's  room.  We  still  feel  the  supply  of  books  must  be 
plentiful,  varied  and  attractive  to  the  eye  to  assure  the 
continuity  of  interest  which  builds  up  the  reading  habits 
of  children.  There  is  grave  concern  when  demand .  and 
wear  increase  while  supply  diminishes. 

As  in  previous  years  the  interlibrary  loan  system  and 
the  Division  of  Public  Libraries  have  continued  to  aid  us 
by  supplying  books  in  foreign  languages  and  books  needed 
by  students  which  it  has  not  seemed  wise  to  purchase. 
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The  redecorating  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  reading 
rooms  and  rotunda,  made  possible  by  the  allotment  under 
the  Emergency  Relief  Administration  has  greatly  added 
to  appearance  and  comfort. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  has  been  received  from  the 
American  Merchant  Marine  Library  Association  for  the 
gift  of  books  sent  to  them.  The  public  responded  very 
generously  again  this  year  when  the  call  was  extended  in 
behalf  of  the  American  seafarers. 

Several  seasonal  exhibits  were  arranged  during  the  year, 
and  all  attracted  much  attention.  Exhibits  serve  to  bring 
people  to  the  library  and  frequently  stimulate  interest  in 
reading  about  the  subject  of  the  exhibit. 

In  November  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club  was  enter- 
tained by  our  library.  All  enjoyed  the  varied  program  and 
benefited  from  the  exchange  of  thoughts  and  ideas. 

This  fall  we  have  been  cooperating  with  the  American 
Library  Association  in  their  nation-wide  plan  fpr  the  pro- 
gressive development  of  American  libraries,  and  the  state- 
wide plans  for  publicity.  Newspapers  have  generously 
printed  weekly  articles  written  by  patrons,  the  object  being 
to  focus  the  attention  of  the  community  on  the  service  their 
library  is  rendering. 

We  highly  value  gifts  of  books  received  from  towns- 
people, authors,  and  publishers.  They  are  of  the  greatest 
assistance  in  strengthening  and  extending  the  library's 
service. 

The  librarian  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  every  one 
who  has  cooperated  with  us  during  the  past  year — to  the 
newspapers  for  their  publicity  on  behalf  of  the  library,  to 
the  teachers  and  to  the  staff  for  their  support,  and  to  the 
trustees  for  their  continued  confidence  and  for  their  help- 
fulness and  interest  in  library  problems. 
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All  libraries  have  functioned  more  completely  this  year, 
from  the  standpoint  of  service,  than  ever  before;  and  we 
trust  that  many  who  have  turned  for  the  first  time  to  the 
library  for  entertainment  and  information  have  profited 
and  acquired  for  reading  that  which  will  remain  a  habit.

Park  Commissioners'  Report 


The  Park  Department  expenditures  under  the  regular 
appropriation  amounted  to  $1700  to'  which  the  Finance 
Committee  later  added  $110.57  The  total  of  $1810.57  was 
used  in  Memorial  Park  for  general  upkeep,  insurance,  sup- 
plies and  equipment.  Labor  received  over  ninety  per  cent 
of  the  appropriation. 

The  grandstand  in  Memorial  Park  was  rebuilt  and  paint- 
ed, the  town  paying  for  materials  only.  The  labor  was 
from  the  F.  E.  R.  A.  and  the  work  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  your  Commission.  The  appropriation  of 
$450.00  for  this  work  was  made  at  a  special  town  meeting 
called  by  the  Selectmen  in  July. 

At  this  same  special  town  meeting  an  appropriation  of 
$6100  was  voted  to  pay  for  plans,  supervision,  trucks, 
drainage  tile,  and  a  large  amount  of  general  material  to 
permanently  develop  the  center  portion  of  Memorial  Park. 
The  F.  E.  R.  A.  has  furnished  the  labor  and  some  seventy 
odd  men  have  been  employed  on  this  work  since  September, 
two  or  three  days  a  week. 

Progress  has  been  slow  for  the  work  has  been  very 
laborious  and  rough  weather  has  slowed  up  the  progress. 

We  believe  that  it  will  take  seventy  men  working  two  or 
three  days  each  week  at  least  another  year  to  complete  this 
very  vast  project,  but  if  completed  this  entire  area  of  Me- 
morial Park  will  be  transformed,  from  a  virtual  swamp, 
to  an  area  of  great  beauty  which  will  include  a  major  ath- 
letic field  including  a  running  track,  walks,  and  parking 
area. 
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Plans  for  continuation  of  this  work  will  be  referred  to 
your  Finance  Committee  and  to  the  town  fof  their  decision 
without  any  specific  recommendation  on  our  part. 

A  great  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  Major  Reed 
Park  and  this  area  has  been  transformed  by  men  from  F. 

E.  R.  A.  from  a  wilderness  of  scrub  and  stumps  into  a  very 
beautiful  park.  Your  Commission  has  furnished  all  equip- 
ment for  this  work. 

This  Park  will  be  completed  in  1935. 

Howland  Park  has  been  put  in  first  class  condition,  but 
will  be  gone  over  again  in  the  spring  for  final  touches. 

Your  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  the  men  from  the 

F.  E.  R.  A.  who  have  worked  on  the  various  park  projects 
during  1934  for  the  splendid  cooperation  from  the  engi- 
neers and  officials  right  down  the  line  to  the  men  who  have 
done  the  real  tough  work  with  picks  and  shovels. 

We  are  endebted  also  to  the  Hatherly  Improvement 
Society  for  the  care  of  the  park  in  their  area  and  to  Mr. 
Christopher  Murphy  for  the  care  of  the  area  adjoining  his 
home  on  Plain  street.

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1934  REPORT 

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 
FOR  ROCKLAND 


In  every  branch  of  agriculture  the  Extension  Service 
endeavors  to  keep  the  farmers  of  the  country  acquainted 
with  developments  in  production  and  marketing,  to  give 
specific  advice  on  individual  problems  and  lend  aid  in  co- 
operative enterprise.  In  addition  to  the  usual  lines  of 
work  it  has  been  important  this  year  to  keep  the  farmers 
of  the  country  informed  of  their  position  under  the  agri- 
cultural programs  of  the  federal  government. 

Marketing  programs  and  new  farm  credit  facilities  have 
been  most  helpful  here.  Farmers  of  the  county  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  latter  to  an  amount  of  nearly  $400,000  dur- 
ing 1934.  During  the  year  over  3200  farmers  in  the 
county  were  supplied  with  information  in  some  form  on 
problems  directly  affecting  their  production  problems. 

It  is  a  responsibility  of  the  Extension  Service  to  make 
available  to  women  in  the  home  a  knowledge  of  the  best 
current  practices  relative  to  keeping  the  family  satisfactorily 
fed,  clothed,  and  housed,  and  to  aid  in  adjusting  these 
practices  to  the  family  standards  and  pocket  book. 

Our  home  program  has  reached  at  least  3000  people 
either  indirectly  in  solving  problems,  or  through  groups  or- 
ganized to  study  specific  points  of  homemaking.  In  our 
major  projects  alone — Children's  Coats,  Home  Furnish- 
ings, Chair  Seating,  and  Parent  Education, — fifty-three 
study  groups  were  formed  with  over  five  hundred  women 
enrolled. 

In  4-H  Club  Work  the  Extension  Service  provides  for 
the  boys  and  girls  of  the  county  an  opportunity  for  educa- 
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tional  development  through  study  and  practice  in  home 
economics  and  agriculture,  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for 
self  improvement.  It  emphasizes  the  home  and  brings  club 
members  and  parents  together  in  a  common  interest.  It 
developes  cooperation,  leadership,  self-confidence,  am- 
bition, sportsmanship,  ability  to  think,  responsibility,  and 
community  spirit. 

Rockland  citizens,  in  addition  to  participating  in  the 
many  county-wide  activities  of  the  Extension  Service,  have 
benefited  by  the  following  specific  activities  which  were 
carried  on  in  the  town  itself. 

Everyone  in  Rockland  interested  in  any  branch  of  agri- 
culture has  been  carried  on  the  agricultural  mailing  lists 
and  has  received  information  on  crop,  livestock,  and  poultry 
production  and  management.  Several  men  were  visited 
personally  on  specific  problems  and  many  received  advice 
through  personal  letters,  telephone  calls  and  by  attending 
the  numerous  county  meetings  on  subjects  of  interest  to 
them.  A  meeting  for  dairymen,  on  marketing  problems, 
was  held  in  Rockland  and  speakers  were  supplied  for  meet- 
ings of  the  Grange,  Kiwanis,  and  other  organizations. 

A  group  of  women  were  given  instruction  in  remodelling 
clothes  and  in  making  coats,  snow  suits,  and  other  garments 
for  children.  Members  of  this  group  have  met  regularly 
through  the  year  with  others  and  assisted  them  in  clothing 
problems. 

Other  projects  in  which  homemakers  have  been  repre- 
sented include  home  accounts  and  handicraft.  The  town 
is  also  one  of  our  centers  for  training  leaders  in  Food 
Buying. 


For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Kiwanis  Club  offered 
prizes  for  the  best  4-H  gardens  in  its  district  and  appointed 
a  committee  to  visit  the  club  members  and  score  their  .gar- 
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dens.  The  prize  winners  were  as  follows :  William  Locke, 
Joseph  Kelly  and  Thomas  Haggerty. 

Both  Charles  Jankowski  and  Albert  Delprete  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Plymouth  County  4-H  poultry  and  vegetable 
judging  teams.  The  vegetable  judging  team  won  the  state 
championship.  Charles  Jankowski  was  also  selected  as  one 
of  the  three  members  of  the  Massachusetts  State  4-H  poul- 
try team.

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen : 

I  have,  with  my  standard  weights  and  measures,  tested 
and  sealed  all  weighing  and  measuring  devices  which  I  have 
jurisdiction  over. 

I  have  also  made  inspections  and  weighing  of  merchan- 
dise which  is  put  up  for  sale  and  delivery.  I  have  also 
retested  all  gas  meters.  The  inspection  and  resealing  of 
these  measuring  devices  is  an  important  item  after  sealing. 

I  make  an  inspection  of  all  stores  in  town  that  have 
measuring  devices  frequently.  Computing  scales  need  at- 
tention as  in  many  cases  I  have  found  them  incorrect. 
Pedlars  increase  yearly,  and  I  make  sure  all  have  proper 
licenses.    The  town  receives  funds  from  these  licenses. 

The  duties  of  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  increase 
yearly.    My  duties  are  under  State  and  Town  regulations. 

Below  is  an  itemized  account  of  the  work  I  have  per- 
formed for  the  year  1934:

Report  of  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 
*  Gentlemen: 

Last  winter  I  had  a  C.  W.  A.  group  to  help  me  cut  down 
and  trim  trees.  The  size  of  the  group  varied  from  12  to 
17  men.  We  did  much  needed  work.  There  is  much  more 
that  needs  to  be  done. 

We  cut  down  a  number  of  trees  in  various  parts  of  the 
town.  More  than  half  of  these  trees  were  on  private  pro- 
perty adjacent  to  the  sidewalk.  Most  of  the  trees  were  in 
bad  condition. 

Twelve  of  these  trees  were  large  silver  leaf  maples  on 
Linden  Street  and  Linden  Park.  Several  of  these  trees 
were  four  feet  in  diameter.  They  were  in  such  poor  con- 
dition that  they  were  dangerous. 

The  C.  W.  A.  group  also  trimmed  a  great  many  of  our 
elms  which  were  very  much  in  need  of  trimming.  There 
are  many  more  trees  in  the  same  condition. 

Besides  the  cutting  down  and  trimming  of  trees,  done  by 
the  men  working  on  the  C.  W.  A.  project,  I  cut  down  and 
trimmed  trees  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $800.00.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  wish  to  report  that  all  of  the  work  covered  by  the  vari- 
ous highway  appropriations  for  the  past  year  has  been 
completed. 

This  work  included  repairs  to  Everett  St.,  resurfacing 
the  sidewalks  on  the  easterly  side  of  Union  St.,  building  a 
sidewalk  on  Wall  St.,  a  sidewalk  and  curb  on  East  Water 
St.,  a  cement  curb  on  Hingham  St.,  a  sidewalk  and  curb 
on  the  south  side  of  Webster  St.,  and  a  sidewalk  and  curb 
on  Stanton  St. 

The  sidewalk  on  the  northerly  side  of  Market  St.  from 
Howard  St.  to  the  Ernest  Woodward  line  was  also  rebuilt, 
and  work  was  completed  on  the  sidewalk  on  the  northerly 
side  of  Webster  St.,  between  Wall  St.  and  the  residence  of 
Dr.  Frame. 

The  square  at  the  junction  of  Hingham  and  Webster 
Sts.  was  graded  and  a  curb  built  around  the  square. 

Drains  were  put  in  at  Union  Square,  Myrtle  St.,  Payson 
Ave.,  Spring  St.  and  at  the  Emerson  Shop. 

The  following  E.  R.  A.  projects  were  also  completed 

under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Surveyor,  which 
included  Beech  St.,  Summer  and  Gardner  Sts. 

In  addition  about  4200  ft.  of  macadam  road  was  built  on 
North  Avenue  from  Union  St.  to  Plain  St.  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  and  County.

We  made  very  extensive  and  necessary  repairs  to  the 
house  and  coal  shed  at  the  pumping  station  property. 

The  shores  of  the  pond  have  been  cleaned,  bushes  and 
wild  grass  removed,  and  put  in  general  good  condition. 

During  the  excessive  hot  period  last  summer,  which 
caused  very  long  hours  of  pumping,  the  pond  was  low  and 
there  developed  a  slight  vegetable  taste  and  odor  to  the 
water.  The  State  Board  of  Health  made  several  tests,  and 
pronounced  the  water  perfectly  safe. 

The  gasoline  engine  was  overhauled  and  repairs  made, 
and  all  the  pumping  machinery  seems  to  be  in  good  working 
order.

NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL 

The  "No  School  Signal"  is  used  only  in  extremely  stormy 
weather.  The  school  bus  starts  on  its  first  trip  in  the 
morning  ten  minutes  after  seven  o'clock  in  order  to  collect 
the  children  in  time  for  the  opening  of  high  school  at  8 :30 
A.  M.  and  the  elementary  schools  at  9:00  A.  M.  Unless 
the  signal  is  used  before  7 :00  o'clock  many  of  the  children 
already  are  on  their  way  by  bus.  It  is  very  difficult  to 
determine  weather  conditions  for  the  day  as  early  as  7  :00 
o'clock  except  in  cases  of  severe  storms. 

People  in  the  outskirts  of  our  town  often  cannot  hear 
the  signal,  in  which  case  children  appearing  in  school  are 
disappointed  to  learn  that  they  must  cover  the  long  dis- 
tance back  to  their  homes,  while  they  may  be  chilled  or  wet. 

We  wish  each  parent  to  use  his  or  her  best  judgment  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  weather  is  auspicious  for  sending 
their  children  to  school.  No  penalty  is  inflicted  upon  any 
child  for  non-attendance  on  account  of  severe  weather. 

Since  our  teachers  are  in  school  and  many  of  the  pupils 
do  not  hear  the  signal,  it  seems  wise  to  use  the  time  to  good 
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advantage  in  warm  buildings,  whereas  during  days  when 
the  signal  may  be  used  many  children  are  out  of  doors,  be- 
coming wet  and  contracting  colds. 

Is  it  not  wiser  to  have  them  in  warm  school  rooms  under 
supervision,  receiving  beneficial  instruction?

DIGEST  OF  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 
RELATING  TO  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

Any  pupil  desiring  to  enter  the  first  grade  in  September, 
1935,  must  be  at  least  five  years  of  age  at  the  opening  of 
school  in  September. 

Children,  otherwise  eligible  to  enter  school  in  September 
for  the  first  time,  are  required  by  law  to  present  at  time  of 
entrance  either  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or  a  certificate 
of  unfitness  for  vaccination.  The  school  committee  and 
board  of  health  have  ruled  that  certificates  of  unfitness  for 
vaccination  must  be  renewed  each  year.  Children  coming 
into  the  school  system  from  other  places,  whether  at  the 
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opening  of  the  year  in  September  or  during  the  school 
year,  will  be  required  to  produce  satisfactory  evidence  re- 
garding vaccination. 

Pupils  desiring  to  enter  the  first  grade  must  enroll  on 
or  before  October  1.    Otherwise  they  will  not  be  admitted. 

The  school  hours  for  the  first  grade  children,  shall  be 
from  9  until  1 1 :30  A.  M.  The  afternoon  session  shall 
correspond  with  the  other  grades,  1 :30  P.  M.  until  3  :30 
P.  M.    The  ruling  took  effect  March  6,  1933. 

Pupils  who  have  been  absent  from  school  on  account  of 
contagious  disease  must  secure  a  permit  from  a  school 
physician  before  re-entering.  In  cases  of  doubt,  or  in  cases 
where  there  exists  a  suspicion  of  contagion,  the  parents 
should  advise,  and  the  teachers  should  require,  that  the 
pupils  consult  the  school  nurse,  who  may  refer  the  case  to 
a  school  physician  for  further  examination. 

Any  pupil  having  a  contagious  disease  or  showing  symp- 
toms of  such  a  disease  may  be  temporarily  excluded  from 
school  by  the  teacher  on  her  own  initiative  or  at  the  direc- 
tion of  the  school  nurse  or  school  physician. 

Sickness  is  the  only  legal  excuse  for  absence  from  school. 

All  children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age 
must  be  in  school  unless  they  are  actually  employed  under 
the  authority  of  an  employment  certificate,  a  home  permit 
or  a  special  certificate  permitting  farm  or  domestic  em- 
ployment. 

Any  pupil  who  habitually  violates  the  rules  of  schools,  or 
otherwise  seriously  interferes  with  the  proper  and  orderly 
operation  of  the  school  which  he  attends,  may  be  tempo- 
rarily excluded  by  the  teacher  or  the  superintendent  of 
schools  or  may  be  permanently  expelled  by  the  school 
committee. 
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Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  or  over  sixteen  who 
elect  to  attend  school  must  conform  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  those  pupils  who  are  within  the  compulsory 
age — from  seven  to  fourteen. 

Teachers  may  require  a  written  excuse  signed  by  a 
parent  or  guardian  covering  any  case  of  absence,  tardiness 
or  dismissal. 

Whenever  a  pupil  is  suspended  by  a  teacher  or  principal, 
for  any  cause  for  any  length  of  time,  an  immediate  report 
must  be  made  to  the  superintendent's  office. 

Those  pupils  attending  the  first  eight  grades  will  be 
transported  to  and  from  school  if  they  live  in  the  town  of 
Rockland  and  reside  more  than  one  mile  and  a  quarter  from 
the  school  where  they  are  authorized  to  attend. 

Those  pupils  attending  the  high  school,  grades  nine  to 
twelve  inclusive,  will  be  transported  to  and  from  school  if 
they  live  in  the  town  of  Rockland  and  reside  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  high  school. 

RECENT  RULINGS  PERTAINING 
TO  OUR  SCHOOLS 

There  shall  be  a  Supervisor  of  Buildings  who  shall  rep- 
resent the  School  Committee  in  charge  of  all  school  build- 
ings when  they  are  used  by  outside  organizations  (other 
than  school  organizations). 

The  Supervisor's  duties  shall  be  to  prevent  any  damage 
to  school  property  and  to  be  responsible  for  proper  conduct 
in  and  on  school  property.  (Prevent  smoking,  drinking 
and  unbecoming  conduct  in  the  buildings.) 

The  organization  using  the  building  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  expense  of  such  a  supervisor.

The  supervisor  shall  receive  his  instructions  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  supervisor  shall  receive  remuneration  at  the  rate  of 
$2.50  until  10:30  P.  M.;  $4.00  if  the  function  continues 
until  11  :30  P.  M.;  $5.00  after  11 :30  P.  M  75c  per  hour 
will  be  the  charge  for  the  building  if  used  before  6  :00  P.  M. 

The  above  ruling  took  effect  December  1,  1934. 

All  work  performed  by  the  School  Committee  shall  be 
awarded  to  native  born  citizens,  naturalized  citizens,  or 
those  who  have  taken  out  their  first  naturalization  papers. 

The  tuition  for  pupils  whose  parents  reside  out  of  town 
and  wishing  to  attend  the  Rockland  schools  shall  be  estab- 
lished as  follows :  Senior  High,  $100  per  year;  Junior  High, 
$80;  elementary  grades,  $60. 

RULES  REGARDING  PAYMENT  OF  SALARIES 

The  teachers  of  the  Rockland  schools  shall  receive  their 
salaries  bi-weekly  after  two  weeks  of  actual  classroom 
teaching  from  the  opening  of  school  in  September  until  the 
close  of  schools  in  June.  During  July  and  August  one 
salary  check  monthly  will  be  paid. 

All  regular  appointed  teachers  shall  be  allowed  no  "sick 
leave''  with  pay  and  for  each  school  day's  absence  1/200  of 
the  yearly  salary  shall  be  deducted.  This  ruling  to  take 
effect  at  the  opening  of  schools  in  September,  1933.  A 
teacher  will  continue  to  receive  full  pay  for  five  calendar 
days  on  account  of  death  in  the  immediate  family. 

Visiting  school  authorized  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  or  work  pertaining  to  the  schools  which  has  been 
assigned  by  the  superintendent  may  be  allowed  without  loss 
of  salary. 
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The  superintendent,  principals,  special  teachers,  teachers 
and  janitors  shall  receive  their  salaries  beginning  with  the 
opening  of  schools  in  September  1933  on  a  twelve  months* 
basis  rather  than  on  a  ten  months'  basis  as  formerly. 

Substitute  teachers  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $4.50  per 
day  beginning  with  the  opening  of  schools  in  September, 
1933. 

After  September  1,  1933,  the  janitors  shall  be  allowed  no 
"sick  leave"  but  five  calendar  days  will  be  allowed  with  full 
pay  for  death  in  the  immediate  family.

The  members  of  your  School  Committee  have  endeav- 
ored to  administer  the  business  of  the  department  with 
their  best  judgment  and  recommend  for  your  consideration 
the  detailed  accounts  as  given  in  the  different  reports. 

Often  we  hear  that  the  educational  equipment  and 
methods  of  our  day  were  good  enough  for  us,  so  why  not 
for  our  children.  If  this  is  true  then  we  should  return  to 
the  standards  of  living  of  the  past,  for  education  must  fol- 
low requirements  of  living  in  the  present. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  our  crowded  first 
grades.  Better  foundation  for  your  children  would  result 
if  the  age  of  admission  was  raised  to  five  and  one  half 
years,  for  a  teacher  cannot  do  her  best  work  with  a  class 
composed  of  pupils  five  and  six  years  of  age. 

The  Committee  herewith  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the 
Rockland  Woman's  Club,  the  Kiwanis  Club,  the  Milk  Fund 
Committee,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Rockland 
Athletic  Association  for  their  interest  and  valuable  assist- 
ance to  the  School  Department. 

We  are  constantly  reminded  also  of  the  splendid  work 
being  done  by  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  principals 
and  teachers  and  we  are  glad  to  extend  the  commendation 
which  is  their  due.  As  soon  as  business  conditions  will 
warrant  it  we  know  you  will  be  glad  to  return  to  them  the 
salary  cut  under  which  they  have  worked  since  April,  1932.

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SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

Junior-Senior  High — 

Two  coats  of  white  paint  applied  to  the  gymnasium  ceil- 
ing to  improve  the  lighting  conditions  for  competitive 
sports.  An  E.  R.  A.  project  is  underway  to  remove  the 
cap  stones  on  the  parapet  walls  of  the  building  in  order -to 
cover  them  with  a  copper  flashing  before  replacing  the  cap 
stones.  This  change  will  prevent  water  from  entering  the 
building  through  the  walls.  Partitions  have  been  put  up 
in  the  shop  to  separate  the  printing  equipment  and  the 
woodworking  machinery.  This  was  very  much  needed 
because  of  the  immense  amount  of  dirt,  shavings,  sawdust 
and  grit  which  were  deposited  on  the  press  and  type.  A 
small  room  equipped  with  shelves  for  athletic  equipment 
has  been  made  in  the  boys'  locker  room.  Boxes  and  a 
cape  rail  were  installed  in  one  of  the  supply  closets  to  care 
for  band  paraphernalia.  Many  of  the  desks  have  been 
resurfaced  and  given  two  coats  of  bakelite  material.  In 
the  wet  seasons  of  the  year  we  have  had  considerable  water 
from  Memorial  Park  draining  into  our  school  building  and 
in  order  to  prevent  its  continuation,  the  School  Department 
has  installed  two  catch  basins  and  pipes  to  carry  the  water 
away  from  the  building. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  should  be  redecorated  as  well  as 
some  replastering  done  but  until  the  school  is  water  tight 
it  seems  inadvisable  to  make  these  repairs.  Other  desks 
are  being  refinished  and  additional  book  shelves  must  be 
installed.  The  exit  doors  on  the  north  and  south  ends  of 
the  school  must  be  replaced. 

McKinley — 

The  building  has  been  given  two  coats  of  paint  inside 
and  out.  All  seats  in  the  assembly  hall  were  repaired  and 
two  coats  of  varnish  applied.  Tables  and  desks  were  re- 
paired.   Partitions  in  both  boys'  and  girls'  toilets  have  been 
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repaired.  Toilet  seats  and  covers  were  repaired  with 
angle  irons,  putty,  etc.  Some  locks  have  been  installed. 
Rotten  window  sash  and  stools  were  repaired  and  replaced 
where  necessary.  Other  minor  repairs  were  made  when 
needed. 

The  drive  leading  to  the  building  from  the  street  should 
be  fixed  with  a  permanent  cement  base  or  tarvia.  The 
gravel  and  ashes  are  now  washed  down  into  the  main 
street  and  bad  ruts  result  unless  constantly  filled  in  with 
ashes.  As  the  drive  is  used  by  all  pupils  going  to  and 
from  school  it  should  be  fixed  as  soon  as  possible  with 
cement.  The  cement  work  on  the  walks  at  the  north  and 
south  ends  of  the  building  should  be  repaired  and  the 
cement  foundation  of  the  building  should  be  repointed. 
Snow  rails  on  the  roof  or  copper  gutters  should  be  installed 
as  soon  as  possible  on  the  ends  and  front  side  of  the  build- 
ing. A  new  flag  pole  should  be  secured  and  placed  either 
on  the  school  building  or  in  the  front  yard  where  the  for- 
mer pole  stood. 

The  small  boiler  rusted  through  this  year  and  was  re- 
placed by  a  new  modern  boiler  providing  for  more  radiation 
than  tlie  former  boiler.  The  tubes  in  the  other  two  heaters 
are  constantly  leaking  and  require  replacement.  This  is 
an  unending  expense  which  must  continue  until  the  old 
equipment  is  replaced  by  up  to  date  sectional  heaters.  The 
expense  of  disposing  of  the  present  heaters  and  the  instal- 
lation of  new  heaters  will  approximate  $3,500.00  The 
repairs  on  the  present  equipment  have  averaged  $350.00 
yearly.  The  E.  R.  A.  sewing  project  has  been  carried  on 
in  one  of  the  rooms  on  the  third  floor  of  the  building  for 
the  past  few  months  and  on  account  of  inadequate  heat  for 
the  room  this  winter  a  coil  of  pipes  was  installed  to  provide 
the  necessary  heating  equipment  for  the  room. 

Lincoln  School — 

The  building  has  been  given  two  coats  of  paint  on  the 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Rockland: 

The  sixth  annual  report  of  my  work  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  is  submitted  herewith : 

Gradually,  year  by  year,  the  standard  of  work  in  our 
schools  is  being  elevated.  Each  year  progress  is  evident 
both  in  education  and  morale.  These  conditions  are  not 
the  result  of  the  effort  of  any  one  person  or  method  but 
rather  that  of  consistently  better  organized  and  cooperative 
work  from  the  entire  teaching  staff  under  the  direction  of 
its  officials. 

Sympathetic  understanding  by  parent  and  teacher  of  the 
pupil's  ability  and  need,  is  showing  marked  results  in  bet- 
ter work  accomplished,  greater  enthusiasm  for  that  work 
and  a  finer  spirit  of  industry  and  cooperation.  Loyalty 
to  the  school  which  provides  through  education  a  better 
means  of  living,  is  stressed  more  and  more.  Each  suc- 
ceeding year  the  tangible  evidence  of  advancement  is  given 
in  the  school  work  exhibited  during  American  Education 
Week  to  all  parents  and  others  interested  in  the  education 
of  our  children.  Visitors  to  the  school  classes  have  com- 
mented on  the  increasingly  good  work  accomplished. 

We  are  of  course,  greatly  hampered  by  the  necessity  of 
keeping  all  equipment  at  a  dangerous  minimum  but  the 
comprehension  of  the  reason  of  this  lack  has  greatly  helped 
the  situation  so  that  parent,  teacher  and  pupil  are  showing 
considerable  patience  until  economic  conditions  will  war- 
rant greater  expenditure  than  is  now  possible. . 

Every  attempt  that  is  consistent  with  efficient  and  ef- 
fective school  administration  is  being  made  to  economize 
and  to  reduce  school  expenditures  to  the  lowest  possible 
figure. 
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CIVIL  WORKS  ADMINISTRATION  ACT  AND 
FEDERAL  EMERGENCY  RELIEF  ADMINIS- 
TRATION AS  IT  AFFECTS  THE  SCHOOLS 

In  my  1933  School  Report  I  recorded  the  reasons  for 
carrying  on  the  projects  in  our  schools  as  provided  for  by 
the  above  legislation. 

A  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  the  School  Department 
to  cooperate  with  the  town  officials  in  providing  suitable 
quarters  for  the  E.  R.  A.  sewing  project  in  school  build- 
ings has  been  made.  When  this  project  was  started  in 
January,  1934,  the  Domestic  Science  room  in  the  High 
school  was  opened  to  them  where  they  resided  until  this 
fall  when  it  became  necessary  to  use  the  room  for  High 
school  activities.  The  E.  R.  A.  sewing  project  was  then 
housed  in  the  McKinley  school  in  the  old  domestic  science 
room  on  the  third  floor.  As  the  winter  progressed  it 
became  apparent  that  the  heat  in  the  room  was  inadequate 
so  the  School  Committee  installed  an  additional  coil  of 
pipes  to  provide  the  necessary  heat  for  the  comfort  of  the 
workers.  It  has  been  the  wish  of  the  School  Department 
to  cooperate  in  every  possible  way  in  order  that  this  worth- 
while E.  R.  A.  project  may  continue  and  thus  give  employ- 
ment to  several  unemployed  women. 

Through  the  federal  relief  acts,  the  School  Department 
has  an  opportunity  to  secure  many  much  needed  repairs 
and  improvements  on  our  buildings  and  grounds.  The 
projects  have  been  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  and  State 
authorities  for  their  approval  and  the  work  accomplished 
to  date  is  briefly  outlined  by  buildings. 

The  School  Department  has  furnished  the  materials 
from  the  school  budget  appropriation  and  the  State  has 
supplied  the  labor. 
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outside  and  the  yard  covered  with  coating  of  gravel.  A 
new  ten  foot  cement  walk  has  been  completed  from  Church 
street  to  the  building.  A  metal  ceiling  has  been  installed 
in  the  first  grade  room  where  danger  of  falling  plaster  was 
imminent.  Two  new  doors  were  constructed  for  the  girls' 
toilets  to  provide  privacy  and  the  basement  walls  have  been 
redecorated.  Several  rotten  window  sashes  were  replaced 
and  given  two  coats  of  paint.  Several  repairs  in  the  plas- 
tering were  made  .and  we  expect  to  have  the  inside  repaint- 
ed during  the  present  year  as  an  E.  R.  A.  project.  Some 
of  the  tops  of  desks  were  resurfaced  and  given  two  coats 
of  varnish.  The  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  were  pre- 
pared for  the  Nursery  School  by  constructing  boxes  for 
clothing  and  supplies.  Tables  and  chairs  were  installed 
and  also  a  congoleum  mat  so  that  the  children  could  have 
rest  periods.  There  should  be  a  cement  shoulder  around 
the  building  to  prevent  water  entering  the  school  through 
the  foundation.  Other  minor  repairs  were  made  in  the 
toilets.  It  will  be  necessary  to  install  one  or  two  more 
metal  ceilings  this  year. 

Jefferson — 

The  basement  rooms  were  redecorated  with  two  coats  of 
paint  including  the  boys'  and  girls'  toilets.  The  tables  in 
Miss  Flannery's  room  were  made  into  desks  for  the 
children's  books  and  supplies.  Repairs  were  made  in  the 
plastering  and  the  torn  window  shades  and  where  neces- 
sary, new  ones  replaced  the  old.  The  walls  and  ceilings 
should  be  redecorated  and  some  book  shelves  installed. 
Some  of  the  desk  tops  should  be  resurfaced  and  refinished. 
The  road  from  the  school  to  Market  street  should  be  com- 
pleted and  given  a  coat  of  tarvia  to  make  it  more  nearly 
permanent  and  reduce  the  upkeep.  Better  still,  it  will  be 
a  fine  move  for  the  town  to  accept  it  and  thereby  maintain 
it.  As  soon  as  we  are  financially  able,  permanent  repairs 
on  the  roof  should  be  made.  Since  we  installed  the  sewage 
pump  in  the  building  we  have  had  no  further  trouble  with 
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drainage  in  the  school.  This  has  been  an  excellent  im- 
provement from  the  standpoint  of  sanitation. 

Webster  Street  

The  building  was  given  two  coats  of  paint  on  the  outside 
as  well  as  the  outhouse.  The  gutters  were  repaired  and 
improved.  Toilet  seats  and  urinals  were  repaired  and 
desks  resurfaced  and  refinished.  The  floors  in  the  ante- 
rooms were  repaired,  including  the  stairways  and  landings. 
The  walls  and  ceilings  should  be  redecorated  and  as  soon 
as  possible  new  hard  wood  floors  laid  in  the  upper  and 
lower  rooms.  Additional  shelf  room  for  books  and  sup- 
plies should  be  installed.    The  yard  needs  grading. 

Market  Street — 

One  side  of  the  outhouse  was  reshingled  with  a  new 
ridge  board,  also  a  new  riclge  board  on  the  main  building. 
Floors  in  the  anterooms,  stairways  and  landings  were  im- 
proved. Repairs  were  made  on  the  outhouse  seats,  covers 
and  urinals.  Desks  were  resurfaced  and  refinished.  Two 
new  front  doors  to  the  school  were  replaced  since  the  old 
ones  were  beyond  further  repairs.  Two  new  locks  were 
installed.  The  building  has  been  given  two  coats  of  paint 
inside  and  out.  A  new  fire  escape  was  built  on  the  rear  of 
the  school  including  a  door  which  was  cut  through,  in  the 
lower  room,  to  the  fire  escape.  New  floors  should  be  in- 
stalled as  soon  as  possible  as  the  old  ones  are  very  uneven 
and  rough.  The  yard  was  partially  regraded  but  has  been 
left  in  very  bad  condition.  This  should  be  improved  when 
possible. 

Gleason — 

The  window  sashes  in  the  building  were  repaired  and  the 
rotten  sashes  replaced.  Partitions  were  reinforced  and  im- 
proved in  both  boys'  and  girls'  toilets.  Bulletin  boards 
were  constructed  and  installed.  The  front  door  and  ver- 
anda were  repaired  and  a  new  door  check  installed.  The 
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desks  were  resurfaced  and  given  two  coats  of  bakelite 
preparation.  The  building  has  been  given  two  coats  of 
paint  inside  and  out  and  the  yard  has  been  regraded.  Some 
torn,  dilapidated  shades  have  been  replaced  but  others 
should  be  changed  when  possible.  The  toilet  seats  and 
covers  were  repaired  and  improved. 


Central  Street — 

Repairs  were  made  on  foundation  and  doors.  The 
underpinning  of  the  outhouse  and  the  flag  pole  were  re- 
paired. The  desks  were  resurfaced  and  refinished.  The 
stove  has  been  repaired.  The  yard  has  been  partially  re- 
graded  but  should  be  completed  later.  Some  plastering 
was  repaired.  The  main  and  ante-rooms  should  be  redeco- 
rated as  soon  as  possible. 


ADDITIONAL  INSIDE  TOILETS 


It  is  highly  desirable  that  inside  toilets  be  installed  as 
soon  as  possible  in  the  Webster,  Market  and  Central  Street 
schools.  These  are  the  only  school  buildings  in  town 
which  have  no  inside  toilets.  From  the  health  and  sanita- 
tion viewpoints,  the  flush  toilets  are  very  much  needed  to 
safeguard  the  children.  This  matter  has  been  given  con- 
sideration on  several  occasions  but  on  account  of  insuf- 
ficient funds  in  our  budget  these  improvements  have  not 
been  made.  I  presume  there  has  been  a  feeling  for  some 
time  on  the  part  of  many,  that  sooner  or  later  there  would 
be  centralization  of  schools  and  these  small  buildings  would 
be  abandoned  and  that  therefore  it  would  be  unwise  to  make 
expenditures  to  modernize  these  schools.  It  is  not  likely 
that  these  buildings  will  be  given  up  for  the  next  few  years 
so  I  believe  these  improvements  should  be  undertaken 
without  further  delay. 
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SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  USED  BY  OUTSIDE 
ORGANIZATIONS 

The  past  few  years  we  have  had  increasing  requests  for 
the  use  of  school  buildings  for  educational,  social  or  recre- 
ational purposes  by  organizations  and  individuals  in  town. 
In  order  that  the  best  interests  of  the  School  Committee 
and  other  tax  payers  may  be  protected  while  these  build- 
ings are  being  used,  a  Supervisor  of  Buildings  has  been 
appointed  to  be  present  when  outside  organizations  are 
occupying  the  building;  the  expense  of  the  supervisor  tp  be 
assumed  by  those  who  rent  the  buildings. 

TRANSPORTATION 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  transportation  prob- 
lem which  is  increasing  yearly  since  more  families  with 
children  are  settling  on  the  outskirts  of  our  town.  Al- 
though the  School  Committee  through  its  rulings,  provides 
transportation  to  children  in  the  first  eight  grades  who 
live  more  than  one  and  one  quarter  miles  from  the  school 
designated  for  them,  and  to  High  school  pupils  who  live 
more  than  two  miles  from  school,  there  is  no  legitimate 
reason  why  these  children  should  not  be  asked  to  walk 
short  distances  to  central  points  where  they  may  take  the 
bus.  The  members  of  the  School  Committee  have  per- 
sonally traversed  the  transportation  routes  and  will  attest 
the  advisability  of  such  a  plan.  Many  of  our  children 
walk  from  one  half  to  one  mile  in  attending  school  and  why 
should  those  who  are  transported,  not  be  willing  to  walk 
short  distances  to  the  bus?  It  has  been  necessary  this 
year  to  establish  certain  central  points  for  the  children  to 
meet  the  bus  and  this  plan  probably  will  be  extended  to 
meet  our  present  transportation  demands. 

TEACHER  REPLACEMENT 

Miss  Margaret  Perkins  who  taught  the  upper  room  at 
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Webster  Street  school  resigned  in  February,  1934,  to  be 
married  and  her  place  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  a 
substitute  teacher  in  the  person  of  Miss  Miriam  Roberts  of 
Rockland  who  graduated  from  the  State  Bridgewater 
Teachers'  College  in  1933.  Miss  Roberts  had  carried  on 
her  practice  teaching  in  Rockland  the  previous  year.  She 
was  appointed  a  regular  teacher  for  the  school  year 
1934-35. 

Miss  Gertrude  Summers  who  had  taught  the  second 
grade  at  the  Lincoln  school  for  three  years  resigned  to  be 
married  and  Miss  Blanche  Thacher,  teacher  of  the  lower 
room  at  Gleason  was  transferred  to  that  position.  Miss 
Madeline  Lannin,  a  graduate  of  the  Lesley  Kindergarten 
school  and  for  several  years  a  teacher  in  a  private  kinder- 
garten, was  appointed  as  a  substitute  teacher  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Thacher  to  the 
Lincoln  school. 

Mr.  James  A.  Lynn,  who  for  the  past  four  years  had 
occupied  the  position  as  director  of  the  Manual  Training 
Department  in  our  High  school  resigned  to  accept  a  simi- 
lar position  in  his  home  city,  Nashua,  New  Hampshire. 
His  position  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John 
Haggerty  of  Adams,  Massachusetts,  a  graduate  of  the 
Fitchburg  State  Teachers'  College.  Mr.  Haggerty,  who 
also  has  charge  of  the  Junior  High  school  athletic  program, 
previously  coached  basketball  and  worked  with  Boy  Scouts. 
There  has  been  a  great  need  for  developing  an  athletic  pro- 
gram for  the  boys  in  Grades  7,  8  and  9,  and  it  is  with  con- 
siderable satisfaction  that  we  announce  the  beginning  of 
organized  sports  for  the  boys  of  these  grades,  under  Mr. 
Haggerty's  instruction.  Further  reference  to  this  project 
appears  in  the  High  school  principal's  report. 

NURSERY  SCHOOL 

The  emergency  nursery  schools  constitute  a  part  of  the 
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Emergency  Education  Program  authorized  by  Mr.  Harry 
Hopkins,  Director  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Ad- 
ministration, sponsored  by  the  United  State  Office  of  Ed- 
ucation and  recommended  by  the  United  States  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  to  state  and  local  school  authorities. 
The  Emergency  Educational  Programs  have  been  organized 
to  employ  needy  teachers  and  to  give  service  for  which  the 
public  school  systems  have  not  heretofore  assumed  re- 
sponsibility. The  school  has  as  its  primary  purpose  the 
physical  welfare  and  wholesome  mental  development  of 
the  young  children  entrusted  to  its  care  who  are  too  young 
to  enter  the  first  grades  in  our  town.  The  Federal  and 
State  authorities  provide  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  All 
candidates  for  these  positions  must  be  approved  by  the  Fed- 
eral Emergency  Administrators  in  Boston.  The  candidates 
for  these  positions  fall  within  one  of  three  classes  as  fol- 
lows :  Class  A,  teachers  who  from  their  economic  need  are 
eligible  for  immediate  employment;  Class  B,  teachers  who 
have  some  economic  need  but  may  not  be  employed  until  all 
the  A  teachers  in  the  state  are  working;  Class  I,  teachers 
who  are  ineligible  for  employment  on  account  of  no  econ- 
omic need  at  present. 

The  method  of  selection  of  teachers  was  different  in 
1933-34.  The  local  superintendent  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education  could  appoint  teachers 
who  were  qualfied  educationally  for  such  positions  and  who 
were  out  of  employment  and  needed  work.  The  proced- 
ure in  1934-35  has  changed  and  the  State  Administrator's 
office  assumes  the  responsibility  of  making  the  decision  as 
to  whether  or  not  there  is  economic  need  on  the  part  of  the 
candidate.  In  January  1934  the  Rockland  School  Com- 
mittee approved  the  Nursery  School  project  and  an  educa- 
tional center  was  opened  at  the  Lincoln  School  with  three 
teachers  in  charge.  This  project  continued  until  June 
1934. 
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It  was  announced  early  last  September  that  emergency 
nursery  schools  could  be  conducted  in  localities  where  econ- 
omic need  was  prevalent  from  the  standpoint  of  unemploy- 
ed teachers.  Candidiases  filed  applications  for  teaching 
positions  in  this  school.  The  State  Administrator's  Office 
classified  the  Rockland  candidates  and  not  until  November 
were  we  successful  in  having  any  of  our  Rockland  appli- 
cants classified  as  A  teachers  (eligible  to  go  to  work  from 
the  standpoint  of  economic  need).  At  that  time  one  ap- 
plicant received  an  A  rating.  It  was  the  wish  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  nursery  school  be  opened  as  soon  as  suffici- 
ent teachers  were  eligible  for  appointment.  Unable  to  se- 
cure a  second  A  teacher  in  Rockland,  just  before  the  Christ- 
mas holidays  the  School  Committee  authorized  the  Super- 
intendent to  secure  an  A  teacher  from  some  other  com- 
munity thereby  providing  employment  for  the  Rockland 
teacher  already  qualified  by  the  State.  Just  before  the 
first  of  January  there  was  a  reclassification  of  teachers  at 
the  State  Administrator's  Office  and  a  second  Rockland  can- 
didate was  approved  as  an  A  teacher.  This  will  account  for 
the  personnel  of  the  nursery  school  as  it  is  now  carried 
on  in  Rockland. 

It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  nursery  school  is  pro- 
vided by  the  National  and  State  governments  and  is  super- 
vised by  State  representatives.  The  local  School  Commit- 
tee provides  the  room  and  equipment  and  the  State  the  sal- 
aries of  the  teachers.  It  should  be  understood  that  the 
nursery  school  does  not  in  any  way  attempt  to  prepare  chil- 
dren in  first  grade  work.  In  the  nursery  school  room 
there  are  no  desks  but  rather  boxes,  toys,  books,  scissors, 
paste,  clay  paints  small  tables  and  chairs  and  similar  mater- 
ials to  which  the  child  may  give  his  attention.  The  school 
room  itself  is  a  combined  work  and  play  room  of  cheerful 
aspect.  Most  of  the  school  day  is  spent  preferably  out-of- 
doors,  in  free  play  or  guided  activities  conducive  to  the 
child's  development.  At  various  times  the  teacher  may  ga- 
ther the  children  together  in  natural  groups  to  examine 
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nature  study  material,  to  enjoy  music  and  rhythm,  games, 
story-telling,  dramatics  or  excursions.  Sandwiched  in  are 
the  so-called  routines  of  the  day  in  connection  with  washing 
and  the  taking  of  water,  milk  and  crackers,  as  well  as 
dressing,  removing  their  outer  garments,  the  toilet  and 
sleep  routines. 

Our  nursery  school  tends  to  support  the  following  points : 
(1)  The  nursery  school  improves  diet  and  safeguards 
health.  Daily  health  inspections  reduce  the  spread  of  con- 
tagion. Physical  examinations  guard  against  illness.  Pre- 
ventive methods  protect  the  health  of  the  child.  (2)  The 
nursery  school  provides  good  play  facilities.  Through  the 
use  of  the  play  equipment  the  child  gains  control  over  large 
and  small  muscles  and  acquires  skill.  (3)  The  nursery 
school  builds  up  good  habits  in  the  child,  such  simple  needs 
as  running,  climbing,  jumping,  building,  playing  games, 
eating  and  toilet  routines  involve  definite  habits  which  are 
not  so  easily  or  safely  built  up  in  the  average  home.  (4) 
The  nursery  school  assists  in  preventing  and  eliminating 
behavior  problems.  Almost  every  parent  has  had  un- 
happy experience  with  a  child's  fears,  food  refusals  and  tan- 
trums. By  steering  a  middle  ground  between  coddling  and 
neglect  the  nursery  school  teacher  reduces  these  problems  to 
a  minimum.  She  also  helps  mothers  and  fathers  to  get 
the  same  results  at  home.  (5)  The  nursery  school  helps  to 
socialize  the  child.  Children  learn  to  work  and  play  with 
other  children  of  the  same  age.  Young  children  in  groups 
learn  a  great  deal  from  each  other.  (6)  The  nursery 
school  has  shown  that  children  as  young  as  three  years  of 
age  take  an  active  interest  in  working  with  paints  and  clay 
and  in  music,  story  telling  and  simple  acting.  The  nursery 
school  period  is  an  ideal  time  to  initiate  exploration  and  ex- 
planation of  the  world  of  nature  because  at  this  time  the 
child  is  invariably  interested  in  live  things.  (7)  The 
nursery  school  fits  in  well  with  the  kindergarten  or  with 
the  first  grade.  The  children  accustom  themselves  to  being 
with  other  children  and  to  working  on  group  projects. 
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They  learn  to  live  with  other  children.  They  acquire  con- 
trol and  facility  in  the  use  of  speech  and  enter  the  first 
grade  well  equipped  for  their  school  work.  (8)  The 
nursery  school  teaches  parents  as  well  as  children.  The 
parents  when  they  can  use  the  nursery  school  for  observa- 
tion learn  more  about  their  children.  (9)  The  nursery 
school  helps  the  parents  to  do  better  by  the  child  when  he 
is  at  home.  Good  school  habits  of  play,  eating,  sleeping 
and  self-dependence  tend  to  transfer  to  the  home.  In  the 
above  ways  the  nursery  school  is  an  asset  to  the  community. 

FIRST  GRADE  ADMISSION  PROBLEM 

Since  the  town  voted  to  request  the  School  Committee  to 
admit  all  children  to  the  first  grades  providing  they  are  five 
years  of  age  a  the  date  of  opening,  we  have  had  consider- 
able retardation  of  pupils.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
unless  a  child  is  six  years  of  age  mentally  it  is  very  diffi- 
cult for  him  to  learn  to  read,  and  reading  is  the  basic  sub- 
ject of  our  first  grade  program.  Many  children  who  are 
five  years  of  age  chronologically  when  they  enter,  will  not 
be  six  years  of  age  mentally  by  December  first  of  that  year, 
and  so  are  unable  to  be  promoted  to,  the  second  grade.  If 
promoted,  in  many  cases,  they  find  it  necessary  to  repeat 
the  second  or  third  grade. 

Since  the  above  ruling  went  into  effect  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  add  two  more  teachers  to  our  staff  to  care  for  the 
additional  pupils  and  those  who  must  repeat  one  or  more 
grades.  The  state  average  age  for  admission  to  the  first 
grades  of  our  towns  and  cities  in  this  Commonwealth  is 
five  years  and  eight  months  and  with  the  experience  which 
we  have  had,  it  seems  imperative  that  we  return  to  the  for- 
mer ruling  of  the  School  Committee  to  admit  only  those  to 
our  first  grades  who  are  five  years  and  six  months  at  the 
time  of  entrance.  I  believe  this  matter  should  be  given 
serious  consideration  for  at  present  we  have  overcrowded 
first  grades  which  will  necessitate  an  additional  teacher  to 
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our  present  staff  if  we  continue  this  practice. 

It  is  a  decided  handicap  physically  and  mentally  for 
children  who  are  too  young  to  overtax  their  facilities  in  an 
endeavor  to  learn  to  read.  Failure  in  the  first  grade  is 
sometimes  a  decided  drawback  to  the  normal  progress  of  a 
child  throughout  the  grades.  If  this  practice  of  admitting 
children  to  our  schools  at  the  age  of  five  years  is  to  con- 
tinue, I  earnestly  recommend  to  the  School  Committee  that 
these  children  be  placed  in  kindergartens  rather  than  first 
grades. 

SPECIAL  CLASS  FOR  RETARDED  PUPILS 

There  is  very  great  need  of  having  special  class  teachers, 
one  for  the  grades  and  one  for  the  Junior-Senior  High. 
The  special  class  for  the  grades  was  discontinued  in  June, 
1932,  because  of  insufficient  funds  and  because  the  enroll- 
ment dropped  below  10.  It  will  be  necessary  to  reestablish 
this  class,  if  after  the  report  of  the  state  examinations  we 
find  that  there  are  ten  or  more  pupils  three  years  mentally 
retarded.  These  children  who  are  now  placed  in  the  regular 
grades  do  not  improve  as  they  should,  because  teachers  do 
not  have  time  to  give  them  the  necessary  individual  atten- 
tion without  neglecting  the  remainder  of  the  class.  This 
is  not  a  wholesome  situation.  In  our  Junior-Senior  High 
we  have  several  pupils  who  are  not  securing  the  right  type 
of  training  for  their  needs  and  because  of  that  fact  they 
become  problem  cases,  often  leaving  school  as  soon  as  the 
law  permits  because  of  failure  in  their  studies  and  constant 
discouragement.  If  we  had  a  special  class  teacher  these 
pupils  would  receive  individual  attention  and  would  pro- 
ceed at  their  own  rate  of  speed  in  those  subjects  adapted  to 
their  capabilities  and  interests.  In  other  words,  they  would 
be  successful  in  their  school  work  and  be  better  prepared 
when  they  go  out  to  take  their  places  in  society.  They 
have  a  right  to  be  successful. 
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NEW  ARITHMETICS 

Two  years  ago  we  adopted  the-"New  Day"  Arithmetics 
for  our  Junior  High  School.  These  replaced  out  of  date 
books  which  had  been  in  use  several  years.  It  was  the 
understanding  that  books  of  the  same  series  should  be  pur- 
chased for  the  elementary  grades,  when  the  books  then  in 
use  should  be  too  worn  for  further  service.  This  year  the 
replacement  was  made  and  noticeably  improved  results  are 
already  apparent.  The  problems  in  these  books  are  ap- 
plicable to  present  conditions  with  emphasis  upon  oral 
work.  The  arithmetics  contain  many  thought  provoking 
questions  which  should  give  children  more  power  to  solve 
practical  everyday  problems. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

This  year  we  have  added  to  our  high  school  library  a 
few  of  the  books  that  are  essential  for  book  reports  which 
comprise  a  portion  of  our  work  in  the  English  Courses. 
The  town  library  has  aided  us  greatly  in  supplying  many 
of  these  books.  Nevertheless  in  most  cases  there  are  only 
single  copies  of  books  which  are  essential,  and  several 
students  to  use  each  of  them.  The  past  two  years  we  have 
been  unable  to  supply  any  magazines  or  current  literature 
that  would  add  much  to  the  enrichment  of  our  classroom 
work.  A  teacher-librarian  who  could  spend  a  portion  of 
her  time  instructing  pupils  in  the  uses  of  books  and  in  book 
selections,  in  addition  to  other  classroom  teaching,  would 
be  extremely  beneficial  to  our  school.  Pupils  who  leave 
our  high  school  to  attend  higher  institutions  of  learning 
are  unable  to  cope  with  library  situations  as  they  should  be- 
cause of  our  inability  to  give  them  this  training  in  the  high 
school.  A  beginning  has  been  made  to  place  a  few  supple- 
mentary readers  on  library  tables  in  the  various  rooms  in 
the  elementary  buildings.  Ability  to  select  and  read  good 
literature  in  leisure  moments  is  an  asset  to  one's  well  being. 
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RECONSTRUCTED  COURSE  OF  STUDY 


In  this  period  of  social  and  economic  reconstruction  it 
was  entirely  fitting  that  we  re-evaluate  our  present  Course 
of  Study  in  the  light  of  present  day  conditions.  Commit- 
tees were  appointed  last  May  in  English  (including  read- 
ing), History,  Arithmetic  and  Geography  for  the  elemen- 
tary schools.  Each  teacher  was  asked  to  serve  on  one  com- 
mittee and,  in  as  far  as  possible,  she  was  permitted  to  make 
her  choice.  Meetings  were  held  after  the  opening  of 
schools  this  fall  and  at  the  present  time  reports  have  been 
made  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Arithmetic,  His- 
tory and  Geography.  These  are  being  given  consideration 
at  the  present  time  and  will  become  effective  as  soon  as 
adopted. 


To  stimulate  thought  and  to  become  informed  of  ac- 
complishments in  school  systems  similar  to  our  own, 
speakers  from  other  towns  have  been  invited  to  address  us 
in  our  teachers'  meetings.  The  value  gained  from  knowl- 
edge of  successful  endeavor  in  related  fields  of  education 
is  obvious. 

Superintendent  Warren  of  the  Bridgewater  State  Farm 
told  us  of  the  work  of  that  institution,  particularly  of  the 
methods  used  in  developing  the  abilities  of  subnormals. 
In  the  January  meeting  an  address  on  the  topic :  "What  Is 
Good  Teaching?"  will  be  presented  by  Dr.  Harry  Brown, 
former  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, now  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Needham,  Massa- 
chusetts. In  March  Dr.  Ralph  M.  Chambers  of  the  Taun- 
ton State  Hospital  will  address  us.  In  May  the  Rockland 
teachers  will  review  educational  books  that  are  helpful  pro- 
fessionally. 


TEACHERS'  MEETINGS 
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AMERICAN  EDUCATION  WEEK  CELEBRATION 

Continued  interest  in  our  schools  is  attested  by  the  in- 
creasing numbers  of  fathers  and  mothers  who  attend  our 
Parent-Teachers'  Night  which  is  held  in  our  high  school 
during  American  Education  Week  in  November  of  each 
year.  In  an  endeavor  to  have  more  parents  visit  the  class- 
rooms while  in  session,  we  displayed  the  children's  work  in 
their  respective  schools  instead  of  having  all  exhibits  in 
the  high  school  throughout  the  week,  and  invited  the  par- 
ents to  visit  their  schools  at  least  once  during  the  week. 
The  attendance  was  fine  and  the  results  justified  the 
changed  plan.  On  one  evening  during  the  week  we  had  a 
parent-teacher  visitation  at  the  high  school  with  a  very  large 
attendance.  The  exhibits  were  well  planned  and  much 
favorable  comment  redounds  credit  to  pupils  as  well  as 
teachers.    This  is  an  annual  event  in  our  schools. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  year  were  greatly  facilitated 
by  the  helpful  support  of  School  Committee  members,  prin- 
cipals and  teachers,  for  which  I  make  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment.

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REPORT  OF  JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  PRINCIPAL 

Mr.  R.  Stewart  Esten, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Rockland,  Mass. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Esten : 

The  following  is  my  fifth  report  as  principal  of  the 
Rockland  High  School. 

Approximately  a  year  ago  the  principal  and  faculty  of 
the  Rockland  High  School  began  taking  stock  education- 
ally. The  principal  realized  that  it  was  time  for  formulat- 
ing policies  adequate  to  the  needs  of  American  life  in  this 
critical  period  of  social  and  economic  reconstruction.  In 
answer  to  our  critics  who  would  have  us  spend  all  of  our 
time  developing  the  three  R's  we  have  been  working  on  a 
program  that  will  insist  on  the  development  of  the  three 
C's — character,  citizenship,  and  culture.  We  hope  to  be 
able  to  present  at  a  very  early  date  a  modernized  curriculum 
which  will  be  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  individuals  who 
must  have  an  understanding  of  the  critical  social,  political, 
and  economic  problems  of  our  time.  To  accomplish  this 
purpose,  the  curriculum  must  be  constructed  in  accordance 
with  a  forward-looking  social  philosophy  and  the  school 
must  be  much  more  closely  articulated  with  the  community. 
We  believe  that  the  main  function  of  education  is  to  fit  the 
individual  to  live. 

Up  to  the  present  time  high  schools  throughout  the  coun- 
try have  not  been  able  to  fit  pupils  for  life  because  the  col- 
leges to  a  very  great  degree  have  dictated  what  should  be 
taught.  However  within  the  past  year  some  colleges  have 
taken  a  forward  looking  step  by  granting  greater  freedom 
in  admission  requirements.  As  one  writer  recently  said, 
"College  entrance  curriculums  are,  and  will  for  a  time  be 
forced  to  be,  made  up  of  requirements  set  up  by  the  col- 
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leges.  Yet  many  of  us  feel  that  there  is  too  great  a  pre- 
ponderance of  dead  weight  placed  upon  languages  and 
higher  mathematics,  and  a  dearth  of  opportunity  given  to 
the  perusal  of  natural  science  and  social  science.  If  we  are 
to  educate  young  people  to  become  alert,  well-informed  citi- 
zens, and  if  we  want  them  to  be  interested  in  the  pulsing 
problems  of  their  day,  we  must  include  in  their  study  ma- 
terials which,  by  their  very  nature,  deal  with  the  times  in 
which  the  pupils  live.  No  excuse  can  be  given  for  the 
omission  of  economics,  health,  home  planning,  real  prob- 
lems of  government  and  the  like,  from  the  high  school  cur- 
riculum. More  definite  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
so  called  special  subjects  of  the  curriculum — art,  music, 
journalism,  dramatics,  debating,  club  work,  and  so  on." 
After  all  is  said  and  done  the  manner  in  which  pupils  are 
taught  is  as  important  as  the  courses  they  pursue. 

Within  the  past  year  we  have  organized  a  student  coun- 
cil. At  the  present  time  it  is  composed  of  twenty-one 
members,  one  member  for  each  home  room.  The  follow- 
ing account  of  the  student  council  appeared  in  a  recent 
issue  of  "The  Parrot."  "The  Rockland  High  School 
Student  Council  has  had  a  wonderful  beginning.  Each 
member  is  working  hard  to  build  up  the  society  and  with 
the  wholehearted  support  of  the  rest  of  the  students  in  the 
school  we  should  be  able  to  rank  among  the  best  Student 
Councils  in  the  state.  Up  to  date  the  council  has  organized 
a  Student  Activity  dues  system,  a  publicity  agency,  an  as- 
sembly schedule  for  the  year,  and  is  now  engaged  in  de- 
termining the  possibility  of  having  a  student  traffic  squad." 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  to  equip  high  schools  with 
adequate  libraries.  No  high  school  can  function  satisfac- 
torily without  adequate  aid  of  this  kind.  School  libraries 
should  be  equipped  with  books,  magazines,  and  pamphlets 
broad  in  scope  and  numerous  in  quantity.  The  principal 
expects  procedures  on  the  part  of  his  teachers  which  call 
for  the  pupils  to  search  constantly  for  additional  materials 
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such  as  those  already  mentioned.  We  have  added  several 
books  to  our  library  this  past  year  but  at  present  we  are 
unable  to  get  the  full  benefit  from  the  library  because  of 
the  need  of  a  teacher-librarian. 

Educating  high  school  boys  and  girls  that  they  may 
rightly  choose  their  vocations  in  life  must  be  the  controlling 
principle  of  our  school  curriculum.  There  never  was  a 
time  when  boys  and  girls  needed  a  guiding  hand  to  look 
after  their  preparation  for  life  more  than  at  the  present 
time.  This  problem  which  confronts  me  as  a  high  school 
principal  today  is  the  proper  guidance  of  our  pupils  in  the 
selection  of  subject-matter  that  will  best  prepare  them  for 
their  vocational  choice.  We  must  have  vocational  guidance 
under  wise  leadership.  The  real  purpose  of  guidance  is  to 
sort  out  capacities  and  adaptabilities,  to  prolong  preparation 
in  school,  and  to  steer  school  people  away  from  vocations 
for  which  they  have  no  natural  aptitude  and  from  essential- 
ly "blind-alley"  occupations.  Such  guidance  will  make  the 
education  that  a  pupil  receives  in  high  school  more  effec- 
tive. We  are  living  in  an  age  of  guidance.  There  is  legal 
guidance,  medical  guidance,  and  so  on.  At  present  in  our 
school  the  principal  is  attempting  to  advise  and  talk  with 
pupils  as  regards  their  general  attitudes  and  behavior  in  the 
situations  in  which  they  find  themselves.  We  should  have 
a  trained  teacher  to  take  charge  of  this  work. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September  all  college  pre- 
paratory classes  have  been  meeting  six  times  a  week  instead 
of  five,  the  extra  period  being  given  over  to  "directed 
study."  Teachers  are  finding  these  "directed  study  per-  , 
iods"  very  much  worth  while  from  their  point  of  view  and 
also  from  their  pupils'.  We  expect  that  the  help  that  indi- 
vidual pupils  receive  in  this  way  will  reduce  the  number  of 
failures  and  tend  to  increase  the  number  of  honor  marks. 

All  college  preparatory  pupils  whose  marks  fall  below  the 
certificate  grade  are  required  to  stay  after  school  for  spec- 
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ial  help.  These  special  help  classes  are  scheduled  so  that 
any  one  teacher  will  have  only  one  group  at  a  time.  These 
classes  should  be  especially  helpful  to  members  of  the 
freshman  class. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  revising  the  boys'  athletic 
program  in  the  school.  Mr.  Haggerty,  who  came  to  us  in 
September,  is  taking  charge  of  our  athletic  program  for 
grades  seven,  eight  and  nine.  We  expect  to  have  varsity 
sports  for  them  in  basketball  and  baseball  and  next  fall 
give  them  some  of  the  fundamentals  of  football.  At  the 
present  time  he  has  eight  teams  playing  basketball  in  grades 
seven  and  eight.  Mr.  Early  will  coach  football  and  the 
senior  high  basketball.  Mr.  Cogan  will  again  coach  the 
baseball  team.  At  the  present  time  plans  are  underway 
for  a  wrestling  league.  Eight  of  the  high  schools  in  this 
district  are  considering  taking  up  wrestling. 

We  are  confronted  with  the  need  of  a  special  class  teach- 
er in  this  building.  Under  our  present  set-up  many  of  our 
pupils  are  not  getting  the  right  kind  of  training  and  drop 
out  of  school  just  as  soon  as  they  can.  While  in  school 
many  of  them  become  problem  cases  simply  because  they 
have  become  discouraged  because  of  constant  failures. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school 
committee  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  their  en- 
couragement and  help,  and  the  High  School  staff  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 
MISS  VICTORIA  O.  HOWARTH 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Lest  confusion  arise  in  some  readers'  minds  as  to  the 
scope  of  the  study  of  English,  let  me  make  plain  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  report  that  learning  English  involves  both 
the  study  of  language  and  the  study  of  literature.  These 
two  studies  are  quite  distinct  and  a  pupil  may  be  profici- 
ent in  one  branch  and  at  the  same  time  have  a  very  limited 
understanding  of  the  other.  In  making  a  report,  there- 
fore, of  the  work  and  aims  of  the  English  department,  I 
must  account  for  both  these  phases  of  the  work. 

In  the  earlier  grades,  much  more  attention  is  given  to 
language  than  to  literature;  but  in  proportion  as  ability  in- 
creases, time  is  devoted  more  constantly  to  literature.  In 
last  year's  report  we  indicated  a  desire  to  increase  effici- 
ency in  the  study  of  literature  among  pupils  of  the  general 
course  by  the  introduction  of  some  newer  and  more  appro- 
priate writings  into  our  curriculum.  This  aim  has  been 
partially  realized  so  that  we  are  able  to  offer  students  in 
the  Rockland  High  school  a  greater  variety  in  reading  than 
was  the  case  in  previous  years.  These  books  include  plays, 
poetry,  fiction  and  biography,  and  have  been  distributed  as 
fairly  as  possible  among  the  different  classes.  They  are 
books  which  will  afford  enjoyment  as  well  as  instruction 
to  the  pupils  and  thus  meet  one  of  the  great  aims  in  the 
study  of  literature. 

In  this  study  our  objective  is  not  primarily  to  give  infor- 
mation, but  rather  to  arouse  an  appreciation  of  good  books, 
to  build  up  character,  and  to  offer  vicarious  experiences 
to  all  pupils  who  will  accept  them.    The  full  realization  of 
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this  aim  is  far  ahead  of  us,  but  we  are  moving  steadily  to- 
ward it. 

The  study  of  language  is  more  practical  than  the  study  of 
literature  and  achievements  in  it  can  be  more  easily  measur- 
ed. Nothing  is  a  greater  asset  to  a  person  in  business  or 
social  life  than  a  good  command  of  language,  and  for  this 
reason  both  oral  and  written  English  are  given  a  promin- 
ent place  in  our  course  of  study.  Connected  with  these  are 
grammar,  spelling,  vocabulary  building,  etc.  All  of  which 
are  important  in  the  expression  of  ideas,  particularly  in 
writing. 

Since  it  is  impossible  to  overemphasize  the  value  of 
learning  how  to  write,  this  phase  of  the  work  is  given  first 
place  in  all  classes.  In  the  last  two  years  assignments  are 
less  frequent  and  longer,  while  in  all  other  years  the  op- 
portunity to  practice  writing  comes  very  often  and  the 
themes  are  shorter.  This  training  is  of  great  value  to  all 
pupils — whether  college  preparatory,  commercial  or  general, 
al. 

Second  only  to  facility  in  written  expression  is  clearness 
in  oral  English.  Pupils  can  hardly  be  expected  to  speak 
easily  and  correctly  if  they  are  not  given  ample  opportunity 
to  practice  speaking  under  conditions  calculated  to  encour- 
age correctness  of  speech.  Indeed,  this  exercise  is  made  even 
more  necessary  by  the  abundance  of  incorrect  speaking  out- 
side of  school.  Here  again,  the  younger  pupils  are  assign- 
ed short  oral  themes  with  frequency  and  regularity;  and  as 
the  pupils  become  more  experienced,  the  themes  become 
much  longer  and  more  infrequent. 

Proper  speaking  and  proper  reading  are  both  largely 
matters  of  habit;  therefore  the  work  begun  in  school  must 
be  continued  outside  of  school  if  it  is  to  amount  to  anything. 
As  pupils  are  in  school  less  than  one  half  of  their  waking 
hours,  much  of  the  good  is  lost  if  they  are  not  encouraged 
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at  home  to  spend  some  time  in  worthwhile  reading  and  to 
use  good  English.  We  urge  their  parents  and  friends  to 
co-operate  with  us  in  these  respects.  On  our  part,  we  en- 
gage to  do  our  utmost  to  foster  good  speech  and  higher  lit- 
erary ideals.

REPORT  OF  THE  FRENCH  DEPARTMENT 
MARY  P.  THOMPSON 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  offering  a  three  year  course  in  French  at  Rockland 
High  school,  we  have  a  four-fold  aim;  the  reading,  writing, 
speaking,  and  understanding  of  the  spoken  language.  Na- 
turally we  cannot  expect  to  develop  any  degree  of  expert- 
ness  in  any  one  of  these  fields,  but  we  can  and  do  lay  a 
foundation  on  which  the  pupil  may  build  if  he  so  desires. 

For  the  American  student  of  French  the  important  thing 
is  the  acquisition  of  an  easy  reading  knowledge  together 
with  the  culture  which  even  an  elementary  acquaintance 
with  the  life,  customs,  institutions,  and  ideals  of  another 
nation  entails. 

In  all  three  years  of  French  we  use  a  modified  direct 
method  to  obtain  these  results.  This  means  that  the  read- 
ing lesson  is  the  center  of  the  rest  of  the  lesson,  all  gram- 
mar points  are  based  upon  it,  and  we  do  many  modern  drill 
exercises  orally  which  also  have  the  reading  lesson  as  their 
basis.  We  attempt  to  develop  a  certain  degree  of  conver- 
sational ability  by  almost  daily  drill  based  on  the  pupil's 
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reading  and  every  day  experiences.  In  second  and  third 
year  French  we  add  to  this  drill  rather  extensive  reading  of 
some  of  the  best  French  classics  without  translation  in  so 
far  as  possible. 

Since  we  have  changed  the  text  used  in  all  three  years 
of  French,  I  feel  that  much  more  progress  has  been  made 
toward  achieving  the  aims  I  have  mentioned  above,  so  that 
our  modern  language  course  has  not  only  efficiently  pre- 
pared these  pupils  who  are  going  to  enter  college,  but  pro- 
vided even  those  who  will  never  continue  their  study  of 
French  with  a  more  accurate  knowledge  of  their  own  lan- 
guage, an  introduction  to  the  art  and  literature  of  France, 
and,  above  all,  with  a  broader,  more  international  point  of 
view  in  regard  to  a  foreign  people  having  much  in  common 
with  us.

REPORT  OF  LATIN  DEPARTMENT 
ROBERT  C.  HEALEY 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

For  true  education  there  is  no  hope  without  hard  and 
unremitting  effort.  The  way  to  scholarship  is  steep  and 
rugged.  Any  promise  of  culture  that  is  not  based  on  hard 
work  is  a  delusion.  There  is  no  education  worthy  of  the 
name  which  does  not  demand  patient,  ceaseless  effort  join- 
ed with  a  persistent  concentration  of  all  the  mental  powers 
upon  the  task  at  hand. 

In  the  study  of  Latin  we  must  use  all  these  abilities.  Vo- 
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cabularies  and  rules  must  be  learned.  Comparisons  must 
be  made.  Concentration  must  be  applied  to  make  the  per- 
fect transition  from  one  language  to  another.  "The  work- 
ing out  of  a  translation  from  a  foreign  tongue  is  further  a 
training  of  the  imagination  when  one  has  to  unite  into  a 
whole  the  different  parts  of  a  sentence.  Yet  the  imagin- 
ation is  kept  within  wholesome  bounds  of  truthfulness  by 
comparing  the  results  with  the  original." 

In  the  first  year  we  try  to  get  the  pupil  to  see  that  the 
rules  of  grammar  studied  in  English  may  be  applied  in  La- 
tin. Often  have  we  heard  pupils  say  that  they  understood 
English  grammar  better  after  a  study  of  Latin.  Herein  is 
a  great  value.  It  is  the  application  of  what  was  previous- 
ly only  a  theory.  Extensive  drill  is  given  in  vocabulary 
since  a  work  cannot  be  used  until  it  is  known  perfectly. 

In  the  second  year  we  read  Roman  Stories  during  the 
first  half  year.  Since  they  are  much  easier  than  Ceasar 
which  is  almost  synonomous  with  second  year  Latin  they 
serVe  as  a  welcome  transition  from  the  simple  sentences  of 
the  first  year  to  the  more  complex  sentences  of  the  Caesar. 
In  this  year  stress  is  placed  on  the  word  list  published  by  the 
College  Entrance  Board.  For  prose  during  this  year  we 
study  the  first  part  of  "High  School  Course  in  Latin  Com- 
position" by  Baker  and  Inglis.  This  book  has  three  parts 
one  for  each  of  the  last  three  years  of  a  high  school  course. 
Studied  in  its  entirety  it  gives  as  complete  a  knowledge  of 
the  rules  of  grammar  as  any  high  school  pupil  needs. 

In  the  third  year  we  read  "Cicero's  Orations"  which  give 
a  wonderful  opportunity  for  acquiring  beauty  of  diction. 
We  stress  the  fact,  however,  that  Cicero  was  Rome's  great- 
est orator  but  not  her  most  authentic  historian. 

In  the  fourth  year  we  read  Vergil's  Aenied  both  from 
the  standpoint  of  translation  and  scansion.  For  the  proper 
understanding  of  this  epic  considerable  mythology  is  taken 
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up  which  shows  the  thought  of  the  Romans  during  the  gold- 
en age. 

The  time  element  is  a  big  factor  in  the  study  of  this 
language  when  we  consider  the  demands  of  other  duties. 
The  amount  of  time  necessary  differs  with  previous  pre- 
paration, attitude  and  the  native  ability  of  the  pupil.  Close 
application  is  most  essential  for  the  successful  pursuit  of 
the  language.  Herein  is  a  preparation  for  adult  life  for  no 
one  can  deny  that  this  ability  is  a  most  desirable  one. 

In  the  report  of  the  University  of  Berlin  to  the  govern- 
ment we  find  the  following : — after  a  long  and  vain  search 
we  must  come  back  finally  to  the  result  of  centuries  of  ex- 
perience that  the  surest  instrument  that  can  be  used  in  the 
training  of  the  minds  of  the  youth  is  given  to  us  in  the  lan- 
guages, literature  and  the  works  of  art  of  classical  antiquity. 

Modern  pedagogy  recommends  more  sight  reading  and 
reading  for  comprehension.  This  will  necessitate  a  new 
type  of  book  especially  in  the  third  and  fourth  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 
JOSEPH  VV.  COGAN 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Science  Department  of 
Rockland  High  School. 

r 

The  course  in  chemistry  has  a  cultural  as  well  as  prac- 
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tical  value.  It  has  a  cultural  value  in  that  it  develops  the 
reasoning  power  and  improves  the  memory.  It  demands 
the  precision  of  mathematics,  and  an  exactness  of  words 
and  endings  comparable  to  the  study  of  foreign  language, 
And  analogies  of  government  and  discipline  may  be  drawn 
from  the  fact  that  no  subject  shows  more  clearly  that  the 
characteristics  and  behavior  of  the  mass  depend  upon  the  re- 
lation and  arrangement  of  its  minute  particles. 

Chemistry  is  practical  in  that  it  shows  relation  to  water 
purification,  fuels,  illuminants,  agriculture,  paints,  dyes; 
textiles;  food  and  paper  industries;  and  war  activities. 

We  cover  the  syllabus  prepared  by  the  American  Chem- 
ical Society  as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  College  En- 
trance Board,  but  is  not  limited  to  those  requirements,  as 
each  theory  is  discussed  and  then  applied  to  the  factual  ma- 
terial at  hand.  , 

The  present  course  in  physics  tends  to  set  practical  prob- 
lems rather  than  artificial,  thus  causing  the  pupil  to  seek 
useful  information  from  mechanics,  artisans  and  engineers 
whom  they  contact  outside  of  the  classroom.  One  of  the 
greatest  difficulties  in  the  teaching  of  physics  is  the  com- 
mon inability  of  a  student  to  apply  general  principles  to  the 
things  he  sees  about  him.  For  this  reason  much  emphasis 
is  placed  upon  application  of  these  principles  to  the  familiar 
things  in  the  questions  and  problems  as  taken  up  in  class. 
Class  demonstrations  and  individual  laboratory  work  also 
tend  to  make  practical  these  principles  and  laws. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a  total  of  100  students  in  the 
biology  course.  This  course  involves  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  development  of  plant  and  animal  life.  The  vocabu- 
laries and  diagrams  are  given  considerable  attention.  There 
is  no  laboratory  exercise  in  connection  with  this  course,  but 
as  time  and  materials  permit  the  instructor  performs  exper- 
iments to  supplement  the  classroom  work. 
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The  course  in  general  science  is  designed  to  be  a  pur- 
poseful part  of  the  life  and  thought  of  the  pupils  who  study 
it.  Those  interests  in  science  which  are  helpful  and  en- 
joyable are  used,  encouraged,  and  developed.  The  spirit 
of  inquiry  regarding  the  facts  of  life  and  experiences  is 
used  as  a  means  of  developing  a  working  belief  in  guidance 
by  truth.  General  science  tries  to  give  to  pupils  not  only 
scientific  attitudes  toward  common  occurrences  but  the  be- 
ginnings of  acquaintance  with  the  leading  divisions  of 
science  knowledge  as  applied  to  our  environment.

REPORT  OF  THE  MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 
MALCOLM  L.  PRATT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Several  important  changes  by  the  high  school  adminis- 
tration have  corrected  most  of  the  difficulties  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report. 

First,  the  introduction  of  General  Mathematics  into  the 
high  school  program  of  studies  has  enabled  us  to  care  for 
those  general  pupils  who  did  not  want  Algebra,  and  to 
whom  Commercial  Arithmetic  would  furnish  no  practical 
value.  Secondly,  the  entrance  of  the  directed  study  period 
into  the  college  preparatory  division  has  enabled  individ- 
uals in  these  classes  to  get  more  individual  attention,  and 
consequently  we  find  more  pupils  reaching  a  certified  grade 
of  B.  Lastly,  the  afternoon  back  each  week  for  college 
preparatory  courses  has  been  of  real  aid  to  the  average  pu- 
pil and  especially  to  the  slow  pupil. 
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From  these  changes  we  find  that  now  pupils  not  up  to 
"B"  grade  are  having  7  periods  a  week  where  formerly 
they  had  5.  This  increase  of  40%  in  time  spent  with  the 
teacher  has  been  of  much  worth  in  our  department.  Not 
only  do  we  find  that  the  pupils  benefit  by  more  individual 
attention,  but  we  find  that  the  teacher  is  also  aided.  It  ap- 
pears very  likely  that  these  changes  shall  mean  that  the 
teacher  may  devote  more  time  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  pre- 
paring his  or  her  pupils  for  their  immediate  college  needs. 

Modern  plane  geometry  is  potentially  as  fine  a  course  as 
any  for  training  the  pupil  to  think  logically,  accurately  and 
with  precision.  I  believe  that  to  secure  maximum  results 
the  classes  should  not  be  larger  than  20  or  24.  In  the  past 
two  or  three  years  the  geometry  classes  have  been  too  large, 
ranging  from  32  to  36  pupils. 

In  conclusion,  the  department  believes  that  the  above- 
mentioned  changes  have  been  the  means  of  satisfying  the 
department  that  the  courses  offered  are  as  they  wish  them 
to  be.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 
MISS  MARGUERITE  J.  CROAK 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Modern  commercial  education  must  keep  in  step  with 
the  business  world,  and  in  order  to  prepare  students  for 
the  busines  world  it  is  necessary  to  have,  in  addition  to  a 
mastery  of  the  subjects  themselves,  certain  fundamental  at- 
titudes.      Through  the  various  class  activities  the  atti- 
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tudes  of  trustworthiness,  initiative,  courtesy  and  tact, 
promptness  and  orderliness  are  stressed. 

Stenography — 

In  the  first  year  of  shorthand  the  prinicples  of  the  Gregg 
system  are  taught.  In  order  to  prepare  the  students  for 
dictation,  short  sentences  are  given  from  the  first  day.  From 
this  beginning  the  average  student  will  build  up  his  dicta- 
tion speed,  until  in  June  he  will  be  taking  dictation  of  me- 
dium difficulty  at  60  words  per  minute.  We  hold  as  a 
goal  toward  which  to  work  the  Gregg  60- word  certificate. 
The  second  year  comprises  a  general  review  of  the  princi- 
ples of  the  system,  in  addition  to  the  regular  dictation.  We 
begin  with  the  60-word  dictation  and  work  up  to  100 
words  a  minute  by  June,  on  difficult  transcript  material. 
We  have  as  our  goal  this  year  the  Gregg  100-word  certifi- 
cate. The  speed  with  which  modern  business  progresses 
makes  it  necessary  for  stenographers  to  have  speed  as  well 
as  accuracy.  For  that  reason,  and  because  there  are  many 
students  capable  of  doing  considerably  more  than  the  re- 
quired 100  words,  I  am  trying  to  provide  the  opportunity 
for  those  people  to  raise  their  speed  to  at  least  110  words 
per  minute  by  the  end  of  their  second  year  of  shorthand. 

Typewriting — 

The  aim  in  typewriting  is  to  enable  the  students  to  turn 
out  accurate  and  speedy  work.  The  first  year  consists  of 
acquiring  a  mastery  of  the  keyboard;  a  knowledge  of  the 
various  kinds  of  machines  and  the  parts  of  each;  ability  to 
care  for  the  machines.  We  begin  with  word  drills  and  pro- 
gress to  sentences  and  paragraphs,  until  at  the  end  of  the 
year  they  should  be  typing  on  straight  copy  work  for  fif- 
teen minutes  with  an  average  speed  of  30  words  per  minute. 
Simple  letters  are  also  taught  this  year.  During  the  second 
year  we  continue  with  the  drill  work  for  finger  strengthen- 
ing and  the  15-minute  speed  tests.    The  speed  increases  to 
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from  40-45  words  per  minute.  Letter  forms,  tabulating, 
centering,  etc.,  are  taught  this  year.  The  third  year  con- 
sists very  largely  of  transcription  work.  This  gives  prac- 
tice in  letter  forms  and  special  forms.  The  average  speed 
at  the  end  of  the  third  year  is  from  50-55  words  per  minute 
and  the  transcribing  speed  20  words  per  minute. 

Office  Practice — 

This  course  consists  of  class  discussions  of  those  sub- 
jects and  machines  of  which  a  person  going  into  business 
must  have  a  knowledge.  Projects  based  on  real  office  sit- 
uations are  worked  out.  Dittoing,  typing  and  mimeograph- 
ing are  done  for  other  teachers.  Each  member  of  the  class 
spends  a  certain  number  of  his  study  periods  in  the  high 
school  office. 

Junior  Business  Training — 

This  course  fosters  an  understanding  of  business  by  ap- 
plying the  principles  of  business  to  the  home,  the  school, 
etc.  It  forms  a  foundation  for  bookkeeping.  For  those 
who  will  not  go  on  with  commercial  work,  it  gives  much 
practical  information  which  can  be  applied  in  any  situa- 
tion. 

Bookkeeping — 

This  course  aims  for  a  complete  understanding  of  debit 
and  credit,  the  purpose  of  statements,  the  meaning  of  oth- 
er terms  such  as  assets,  liabilities,  profit  and  loss,  trial  bal- 
ance work  sheet,  and  closing  entries.  After  completing  the 
advanced  course  in  accounting,  a  pupil  is  prepared  to  re- 
organize any  old,  out-of-date  system,  start  a  new  bookkeep- 
ing system  in  ajnew  business,  take  over  an  old  business  and 
make  necessary  changes,  and  audit  simple  bookkeeping 
work.    Bookkeeping  sets  are  used  throughout  the  course 
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so  that  the  pupil  gets  a  practical  knowledge  of  what  he  is 
doing.

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 
JOHN  B.  HAGGERTY 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Industrial  Arts  In- 
structor in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  A  com- 
plete reorganization  of  the  shop  has  been  affected  since  the 
beginning  of  the  Fall  term  and  so  the  work  which  has  been 
done,  for  the  most  part,  has  been  in  the  interests  of  the 
department  itself. 

The  shop  has  been  changed  from  a  unit  woodworking 
shop  into  a  General  Shop.  This  set-up  is  considered  to  be 
the  most  efficient  for  student  purposes  in  a  system  which 
cannot  afford  a  series  of  unit  shops  in  order  to  satisfy  jhe 
exploratory  drives  of  the  adolescent  pupil.  In  order  to 
affect  this  change  it  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  dras- 
tic changes  in  the  equipment  save  that  of  rearrangement  in 
the  shop. 

The  students  themselves,  made  over  two  tables  to  be 
used  as  the  drawing  department.  Old  printing  braces  fur- 
nished the  supports  for  the  inclined  boards  upon  which  the 
students  now  draw.  Thus,  in  this  respect,  the  change,  which 
greatly  widened  the  scope  of  the  course  of  study,  did  not 
impose  any  great  financial  cost  on  the  departmental  budget. 
The  same  can  be  said  for  all  the  other  changes  which  are 
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mentioned  below.  In  every  case,  old  equipment  was  made 
over  to  fit  the  purpose. 

A  tool  crib  was  erected,  wherein  all  the  tools  are  neatly 
arranged  and  kept.  Each  boy  has  to  take  his  turn  in  here 
and  in  this  way  he  learns  a  wealth  of  valuable  related, in- 
formation concerning  tools.  Each  boy  has  four  tool  checks 
and  is  held  strictly  responsible  for  them>  throughout  the 
school  year.  This  device  is  invaluable  for  inculcating  ha- 
bits of  neat  orderly  procedure  in  the  shop. 

The  shop  is  organized  into  three  major  departments; 
Woodwork,  Drawing  and  Home  Mechanics.  The  classes 
are  divided  into  two  major  sections  and  are  required  to 
spend  the  following  amounts  of  time  in  each  of  these  divis- 
ions:  10  weeks  in  Drawing,  10  weeks  in  Home  Mechanics 
and  the  rest  of  the  school  year  in  Woodwork. 

In  Woodwork  a  student  is  required  to  make  a  project 
which  has  been  selected  because  of  the  fundamental  opera- 
tions which  it  contains.  The  pupil's  progress  is  very  care- 
fully checked  on  this  piece  of  work  and  upon  the  comple- 
tion he  is  allowed  to  make  a  project  of  his  own  choice  ac- 
cording to  the  ability  displayed  upon  the  required  project 
given  at  the  beginning  of  the  course. 

A  pupil  is  required  to  complete  three  plates  of  three-vi^w 
drawings  during  the  course  and  he  is  also  required  to  bring 
some  article  of  furniture  to  school  for  repair  and  refinish- 
ing.  These  two  special  projects  complete  the  yearly  re- 
quirements for  the  course.  • 

Several  other  material  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  shop  and  a  few  more  are  to  be  completed.  The  most 
important  of  these  are  a  lumber-rack  and  a  set  of  display 
shelves.  The  rack  will  prevent  a  great  deal  of  waste 
through  warping  of  boards,  while  the  shelves  will  at  all 
times  be  a  motivation  center  for  classes  to  come.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT 

BOYS'  DIVISION  —  WILLIAM  P.  EARLEY 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

May  I  submit  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion for  boys  of  the  Rockland  High  School  for  the  year 
1934. 

The  physical  education  department  of  this  institution  has 
during  the  past  year  attempted  to  continue  the  same  kind 
of  work  inaugurated  in  this  department  in  1931,  namely, 
the  part  time  place  of  every  boy  in  some  kind  of  physical 
endeavor. 

Let  me  correct  any  misconception  of  what  this  depart- 
ment is  attempting  to  accomplish  in  its  physical  education 
program.  As  a  part  of  the  school  curricula  it  naturally 
must  meet  up  with  standards  set  fourth  by  the  school  de- 
partment, namely,  education  through  the  physical  and  not 
alone  of  the  physical. 

The  former  idea  is  emphasized  more  than  the  latter,  that 
is,  our  main  purpose  is  to  educate  a  boy  by  means  of  physi- 
cal exercise  rather  than  educate  a  boy  for  physical  exercise. 
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It  is  to  this  end  we  have  striven  and  as  a  consequence  we 
have  incorporated  into  this  department  a  well-rounded 
program  of  physical  exercise  for  junior  high  boys  as  well 
as  senior  high  boys.  The  programs  are  similar  in  both 
divisions  with  slight  variations. 

Boys  who  take  gym  work  twice  or  once  a  week  have  these 
types  of  competitive  play  at  their  disposal : — touch  football, 
light  calesthenics,  military  tactics,  indoor  baseball,  volley 
ball,  soccer  football,  relay  races  of  all  types,  basketball,  mo- 
dified distance  runs  and  numerous  other  activities  of  like 
nature.  Wrestling  and  tumbling  are  to  be  inaugurated  in 
1935  due  to  a  purchase  of  tumbling  mats  for  use  in  the 
gym.  This  program  is  well  rounded  and  appeals  to  all 
types  of  boys. 

As  extra-curricula  activities  we  have  varsity  football, 
varsity  baseball,  varsity  basketball,  second  team  basket- 
ball, junior  high  leagues,  and  a  junior  high  varsity  basket- 
ball team. 

Our  varsity  teams  play  interscholastic  games  with  other 
schools  being  defeated  frequently,  yes,  but  never  being 
hopelessly  outclassed. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  our  American 
system  of  varsity  athletics  in  schools  lays  too  much  stress 
on  the  winning  of  an  athletic  contest.  That  is  due  to  a 
commercialized  instinct  in  the  conduct  of  sports  for  boys. 
If  we  could  only  leave  the  games  for  the  boys  to  play  and 
enjoy  as  an  incidental  part  of  their  education  rather  than 
creating  in  the  minds  of  the  boys  false  ideas  as  to  the  nec- 
essity of  winning  athletic  contests,  education  through  the 
physical  would  go  hand  in  hand  with  education  through  the 
mental. 

This  department  is  endeavoring  with  might  and  main  to 
teach  the  boys  of  Rockland  through  the  physical  means  the 
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correct  principles  and  knowledge  of  the  games,  coordination 
of  mind  with  body,  fair  play,  sportsmanship,  and  above  all 
the  correct  duty  to  home  and  community.  If  physical  edu- 
cation does  not  have  these  points  as  foundation  points  in  a 
boys  life  it  is  not  physical  education. 

This  department  is  open  for  inspection  at  all  times  and 
the  citizens  of  Rockland  are  welcome  to  visit  it  and  obtain 
at  first  hand,  knowledge  as  to  how  the  boys  of  Rockland 
are  educating  themselves  through  physical  exercise  in  the 
school  curricula  of  the  town. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  school  department  and 
the  citizens  of  Rockland  for  their  fine  co-operation  during 
the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT 

GIRLS'  DIVISION  —  J.  JOSEPHINE  FITZGIBBONS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

"Education  is  the  process  by  which  the  individual  comes 
into  continually  increasing  possession  of  himself  and  his 
powers,  through  continually  increased  participation  in  race 
achievement."  — William  H.  Kilpatrick 

The  objectives  of  physical  education  have  been  expressed 
in  many  ways  but  they  may  be  thought  of  in  these  two 
groups : 
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1.  Developmental  objectives. 

2.  Objectives  in  adjustment. 

Every  individual  throughout  life  is  undergoing  changes 
in  four  fundamental  phases  of  his  being.  The  wise  guid- 
ance of  these  changes  constitutes  the  developmental  group 
of  objectives  of  physical  education. 

1.  The  Development  of  Organized  Power 

2.  Neuro — Muscular  Development 

3.  Intellectual  Development 

4.  Emotional  Development 

Successful  living  in  any  social  order  depends  not  only 
upon  the  development  of  individuals,  but  upon  adequate  ad- 
justment of  individuals  in  society.  This  adjustment  is  two- 
fold:  (1)  the  adjustment  of  social  standards  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  times,  and  (2)  the  adjustment  of  individuals  to 
these  standards. 

The  following  is  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Edu- 
cation from  January  3,  1934  to  December  21,  1934. 

In  the  Rockland  schools  a  properly  graded  course  taking 
into  account  the  age,  ability  and  tastes  of  the  child  is  used 
to  provide  suitable  training  for  everybody.  The  minimum 
time  allotment  recommended  in  this  course  of  study  is  one 
hour  daily.  This  is  distributed  as  follows: 

School  session  9  —  12  :    1 :30  —  3  :30 

a)  15  minute  recess  period  twice  daily 

b)  20  minutes  for  physical  education  instructor  once 

daily 

c)  5  minute  relaxation  period  twice  daily 


Beginning  in  the  primary  grades  we  find  story  plays, 
ryhmic  plays.    Games,  interpreting  catchy  music  by  run- 
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ning,  skipping,  marching  and  hopping  and  a  few  folk  danc- 
es. In  the  fourth  grade  we  add  formal  drill  and  the  first 
lessons  in  form  so  essential  to  sport  as  well  as  to  gymnastic 
perfection  are  given  here.  Each  lesson  being  one  in  pro- 
gression from  the  former  through  the  fifth,  sixth  and  for 
the  girls,  through  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  school.  The 
grade  schools  are  visited  once  every  two  weeks.  I  then 
teach  the  new  lesson,  which  is  necessary  to  teach  and  dem- 
onstrate at  the  same  time  that  the  class  may  get  a  clear 
mental  picture  of  what  is  desired.  Five  days  are  spent  on 
one  lesson  alternating  with  ryhthmic  work  and  games,  mak- 
ing each  lesson  cover  two  weeks  work.  This  year  each 
child  beginning  in  the  first  grade  is  marked  once  a  month 
in  posture,  and  records  kept  of  his  progression.  In  June, 
1934,  forty-four  posture  awards  were  made  in  the  grade 
schools. 

This  year  I  have  started  the  National  Physical  Achieve- 
ment Test  for  the  pupils  ranging  in  age  from  8-13  years. 
They  do  not  purport  to  be  motor  ability  or  capacity  tests. 
They  are  simply  standards  of  efficiency  in  physical  educa- 
tion, skills  which  will  not  only  help  in  planning  broader  pro- 
grams, but  will  act  as  incentives  to  better  individual  ac- 
complishments. 

The  Junior  High  School  is  visited  once  a  week.  The 
work  here  includes  Swedish  and  German  gymnastics,  march- 
ing tactics,  tumbling  and  games,  and  here  the  fundamentals 
of  girls  basketball  are  taught. 

A  special  effort  is  being  made  to  carry  out  the  policy  of 
athletics  for  all  pupils.  In  following  this  aim,  I  have 
stressed  inter-class  games  in  all  sports.  By  having  these 
class  teams  a  great  number  of  pupils  are  able  to  participate 
in  the  game,  and  it  teaches  them  the  meaning  of  cooper- 
ation, good  sportsmanship,  and  self-control.  It  also  teaches 
the  spirit  of  playing  for  pleasure  rather  than  for  the  sake 
of  the  winning  the  game. 
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The  High  School  has  gymnasium  twice  a  week.  These 
periods  are  devoted  to  Swedish,  Danish,  and  German  gym- 
nastics, military  tactics,  Indian  clubs,  dumb-bells  and  wands. 
Class  teams  are  being  organized  as  well  as  a  varsity  team. 

I  have  also  this  year  introduced  class  leaders  so  that  the 
children  shall  learn  keen  leadership  and  intelligent  fellow- 
ship. 

In  the  spring  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  pupils 
are  endeavoring  to  give  an  exhibition  in  the  form  of  a  com- 
petition meet. 

In  closing  I  wish  to.  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  the  Superintendent,  the  Principal  of  the  High 
School,  the  grade  teachers  and  all  who  have  assisted  me  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  my  department

SCHOOL  NURSE  AND  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

We  wish  to  submit  the  following  report  as  School  Phy- 
sicians and  School  Nurse  for  the  year  1934 

We  have  examined  all  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades 
during  the  month  of  October.  The  High  School  pupils 
both  boys  and  girls  were  examined  carefully  before  being 
allowed  to  participate  in  the  competitive  sports.  We  car- 
ried out  our  usual  Diphtheria  Prevention  program  in  June 
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when  62  children  were  immunized  against  this  disease. 
This  number  was  but  40%  of  the  first  grade  enrollment  and 
we  feel  that  more  parents  should  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  to  protect  their  children  from  Diphtheria. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  visited  our  schools  in  November 
when  28  children  were  x-rayed  and  given  the  careful  follow- 
up  treatment  which  that  unit  provides  for  those  children 
who  were  placed  under  its  supervision. 

Four  of  the  local  dentists  examined  the  mouths  of  the 
children  in  the  first  six  grades  as  required  by  a  new  state 
law.  Their  reports  showed  that  the  need  for  emergency 
repair  work  was  very  great  and  as  there  are  no  available 
funds  for  this  purpose,  we  feel  that  something  should  be 
done  to  correct  in  part  at  least  the  defects  so  prevalent 
among  those  children.  A  more  detailed  report  of  the  den- 
tal examination  may  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Dental 
Hygienist. 

To  the  Milk  Fund  Committee  we  are  very  grateful  for 
the  continuance  of  their  program  which  has  been  of  such 
value  to  the  school  children.  The  Rockland  Branch  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross,  the  Rockland  Visiting  Nurse  Association, 
the  Kiwanis  Club,  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  and  Rock- 
land Branch  Massachusetts  Woman's  Guild  have  also  been 
very  helpful  in  attending  to  the  material  needs  of  children 
and  making  provision  for  their  stay  at  summer  camps.  We 
wish  to  thank  them  for  this  assistance  and  hope  that  they 
may  continue  their  very  excellent  work.

REPORT  OF  ART  DEPARTMENT 
Miss  Marian  S.  Whiting 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  report  covers  the  various  courses  in  Free 
Hand  and  mechanical  drawing  followed  during  the  past 
year  in  the  Rockland  Schools. 

In  free  hand  drawing,  design,  color  study,  figure  draw- 
ing, representation  shown  by  memory  drawing  and  cre- 
ative imagination,  object  drawing,  nature  study,  picture 
study,  lettering,  measuring  and  perspective  have  been  car- 
ried out  in  all  grades,  from  the  first  through  the  twelfth. 

In  the  first  six  grades  the  lessons  are  arranged  in  five 
groups;  outlines  are  sent  to  the  teachers  every  eight  weeks 
with  two  lessons  planned  for  each  of  those  weeks.  Design 
and  color  lessons  are  planned  in  each  outline;  the  seasons 
and  holidays  give  plenty  of  ideas  to  be  worked  out  in  rep- 
resentation as  well  as  correlating  drawing  with  geography 
and  history.  Drawing  may  be  used  as  a  very  effective 
language  in  which  to  tell  any  story,  whether  it  is  geography, 
history,  science  or  any  other  subject.  It  also  teaches  an 
appreciation  of  beauty  which  we  all  need  to  make  our  lives 
worth  while. 

A  brief  study  of  the  history  of  art  was  carried  out  in  the 
eighth  grade.    Notes  were  typed  by  Senior  High  students 
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which  are  used  in  note  books.  Drawings  were  made  from 
sketches  on  the  blackboard  of  historical  design  which  were 
adapted  to  modern  design. 

The  outstanding  project  completed  by  the  seventh  grade 
classes  was  a  set  of  drawings  of  imaginary  birds,  beasts  and 
fish.  The  children  enjoyed  the  lessons  which  were  needed 
to  complete  the  drawings.  They  were  exhibited  in  the 
Public  Library  at  the  invitation  of  Mrs.  Clark,  the  librarian. 
Literature  is  being  correlated  with  drawing  in  the  Junior 
High  School. 

The  same  general  subjects  have  been  used  in  the  Senior 
High  School.  In  April  during  Art  Week,  posters  sent  in 
by  the  High  School  students,  were  judged  and  five  chosen 
as  among  the  best  fifty  sent  in  from  Metropolitan  Boston. 
These  posters  were  on  exhibition  at  the  Boston  Art  Club 
during  Art  Week  and  later  at  the  Rockland  Public  Library. 

Designs  were  drawn  by  the  girls  from  flower  studies 
made  in  the  early  fall;  these  designs  were  transferred  to 
cloth  and  embroidered  in  wool  to  be  finished  as  pocket- 
books.  The  boys  used  their  design  for  stencils  to  be  paint- 
ed on  cloth  for  table  mats.  Christmas  cards  were  designed 
by  third  and  fourth  year  students  which  were  very  attrac- 
tive. Drawing  is  being  correlated  with  social  subjects  in 
the  Senior  High  as  well  as  in  the  lower  grades  by  enlarging 
and  painting  maps.  This  project  requires  careful  study 
of  line,  excellent  lettering  and  good  painting. 

In  Mechanical  Drawing  the  first  year  students  learn  the 
fundamental  things  necessary  to  the  beginner.  Good  let- 
tering and  exact  work  is  absolutely  necessary.  As  soon  as 
the  students  understand  the  essentials  about  mechanical 
drawing  they  may  go  on  to  the  more  difficult  machine  or 
architectural  drawings  which  are  finished  in  ink. 

An  exhibition  of  Junior-Senior  High  drawings  was  held 
in  November.

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REPORT  OF  DENTAL  HYGIENIST 
MISS  EVELYN  DeLORY 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1934. 

During  the  year  1177  oral  prophylaxis  were  given  and 
each  child  received  individual  toothbrush  instruction  at  the 
clinic. 

Results  of  pre-school  registration  examination: 

Number  examined  63 
Number  with  cavities  in  temporary  teeth  42 
Number  with  cavities  in  permanent  teeth  2 

In  order  to  comply  with  new  regulations  adopted  by  the 
State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  it  was  necessary  to  make 
a  change  in  the  dental  program  as  carried  on  in  previous 
years.  Namely  that  a  licensed  dentist  must  examine  and 
inspect  the  mouths  before  any  prophylactic  work  is  done. 
This  change  went  into  effect  in  September  1934.  The  den- 
tists who  assisted  in  this  work  were  Dr.  Billings,  Dr.  Burke, 
Dr.  Dunn  and  Dr.  Gallagher. 

All  children  in  grades  1-6  inclusive  were  examined  and 
parents  were  notified  of  defects  found  by  the  dentists. 

Results  of  the  dental  examination :

Number  needing  temporary  teeth  extracted  284

These  figures  show  all  too  plainly  the  great  need  of  some 
dental  repair  services  for  the  school  children.  Take  for 
example  the  431  children  having  cavities  in  permanent  teeth. 
These  teeth  can  be  filled  now  but  in  another  year  a  great 
many  of  them  will  have  gone  beyond  repair  and  we  shall 
have  many  more  to  add  to  the  62  who  already  need  per- 
manent teeth  extracted. 

It  is  within  our  power  to  do  a  great  service  for  the  school 
children  but  without  funds  it  is  as  though  our  hands  were 
tied. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  if  we  were  allowed  as  little  as 
$200  each  year  to  use  for  corrective  work,  by  focusing  at- 
tention of  the  first  two  grades  we  could  show  in  a  short 
time  very  definite,  satisfactory  results  and  a  marked  dimin- 
ution of  defects  in  the  older  boys  and  girls.  I  trust  that 
in  the  near  future  funds  will  be  found  to  correct  in  part  at 
least  the  defects  now  existing.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 
I  hereby  submit  my  report. 

Methods 

The  aim  of  Music  in  Grade  1  is  to  provide  the  child  with 
a  foundation  of  musical  experience  upon  which  more  for- 
mal instruction  may  be  based.  This  experience  consists  of 
some  form  of  rhythmic  response;  marching  and  clapping 
the  hands  to  rhythmic  music,  listening  to  records  on  the 
victorola,  hearing  the  teacher  sing  or  play,  and  imitation  of 
the  teacher  in  the  singing  of  carefully  selected  songs. 

The  first  grade  pupil  has  but  a  tiny  singing  voice.  There- 
fore, our  objectives  are  sweetness  of  tone  and  correctness  of 
pitch  rather  than  power.  The  child's  "shouting  voice"  is 
sometimes  mistaken  for  his  singing  voice,  but  from  the 
first  a  flute-like  tone  is  encouraged.  Individual  singing  is  a 
regular  part  of  the  procedure  from  the  very  beginning. 

Theory 

The  study  of  lines,  spaces,  note  and  rest  values^  G- 
Clefs,  Bar  and  Double  Bar  begins  in  Grade  I.  The  child- 
ren do  individual  work  at  the  blackboard  and  on  paper.  We 
encourage  the  "pupil  teachers."  After  four  months  of 
school,  the  pupils'  knowledge  of  theory  is  surprising, 

Appreciation 

Music  Appreciation  is  begun  in  Grade  I.    We  exhibit 
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pictures  of  the  various  instruments;  violin,  trumpet  and 
piano.  We  correlate  music  appreciation  with  art  by  dis- 
playing placards  illustrative  of  song  titles;  birds,  beasts, 
and  exotic  lands  and  peoples. 

Procedure 

In  the  first  six  grades,  lesson  plans  are  drawn  up  for 
the  teachers.  A  definite  course  of  study  for  each  grade  is 
planned  for  the  year.  A  great  deal  of  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  notation,  rhythms,  sight  singing  (by  the  use  of  in- 
dividual charts),  chromatics,  and  Major  and  Minor  scales. 
Beauty  of  tone,  enunciation,  phrasing,  and  interpretation 
are  especially  encouraged. 

\ 

In  order  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  choral  music  the 
songs  assigned  are  in  keeping  with  the  seasons.  Much  at- 
tention is  given  to  Folk  Songs  which  give  direct  expression 
to  the  simple  charm  of  primitive  and  conditions.  Patriotic 
melodies  and  hymns  add  variety  to  the  weekly  program. 

Choral 

From  Grade  7  to  Grade  12,  we  conduct  Music  in  choral 
groups.  The  High  School  Girls'  Glee  Club  participated  in 
the  Massachusetts  Chorals  Festival  at  Melrose,  May  18, 
1934.  The  Glee  Club  was  given  "superior  rating'*  in  com- 
petition with  the  larger  Senior  High  Schools. 

Exhibit 

During  Educational  Week,  we  exhibited  Musical  Charts 
depicting  all  steps  in  Music.  These  charts  were  so  artistic 
and  expressive  that  we  were  invited  to  display  same  at 
the  Plymouth  County  Teachers'  Association  in  Bridgewat- 
er. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  cooperation  which 
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you  had  given  my  work.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  the  School  Committee,  the  Principal  of  the  High 
School,  and  the  teachers  for  their  valuable  aid  and  support 
in  carrying  out  the  Music  program  for  the  Rockland 
Schools.

We  find  this  to  be  true  in  relation  to  the  public  schools. 
The  study  of  music  broadens  the  child's  mind  and  gives 
him  not  only  a  healthy  recreation  but  also  a  means  of  add- 
ing to  his  income.  In  the  orchestra  and  band  classes,  the 
student  is  taught  correct  breathing,  music  reading  and 
phrasing,  and  the  blowing  of  wind  instruments  strengthens 
the  lungs.

Through  obedience  to  the  baton  the  student  is  taught 
mental  alertness. 

Many  of  the  students  who  graduated  from  our  public 
schools  with  this  musical  education  are  earning  money  to 
help  them  through  college,  others  have  founded  orchestras 
of  their  own  and  are  doing  very  well. 

We  find  that  the  members  of  our  band  and  orchestra 
who  have  entered  college  have  become  a  part  of  the  social 
life  at  once  through  joining  their  musical  organizations. 
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An  Art  Class  for  talented  children  in  the  fourth,  fifth, 
and  sixth  grades  was  started  in  November,  to  be  held  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  from  2  :45  to  3  :45.  The  children 
are  very  enthusiastic  and  work  very  hard  during  the  entire 
lesson.  The  class  is  formed  to  give  those  with  artistic 
ability  more  opportunity  to  improve  their  technique  and  to 
work  with  other  students  who  have  similar  interests. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation 
in  carrying  out  the  outlines  so  well.
